Looks At Books | 


“Round Up” by Ring W. Lardner, 
a book of short stories by a master 
of characterization, irony, and the 
art of the short story. Throughout 
this book, and all his work as well, 


Lardner’s characterization is irre- 
proachable. He really knows his peo- 
ple and doesn’t foolishly attempt 


something he knows nothing about as 
many writers do—though at that 
Lardner could probably have turned 
out something good. Although he is 
no reality-monger by any means, ev- 
erything that he has written is true 
to life, but it is also strongly, bit- 
terly sarcastic and ironical: on a sur- 
face reading one might imagine that 
Lardner is laughing jovjally right 
along with the reader; on reading be- 
tween the lines, however, it is obvious 
that instead he is laughing with bit- 
terness and scorn at his characters, 
at the reader, at life. 


In the book there are a total of 
thirty-five stories, many of them 
baseball yarns and the remainder of 
various kinds. Perhaps the best of all 
is “Champion,” the story of a man 
who became welterweight boxing 
champ. It is the real story of most 
champs—not what you read or ever 
know about, at least in this country 
of blind, inane hero-worshipers, but 
what is really there. Another story, 
which, typical of Lardner’s stuff, has 
an especially good snappy ending, is 
“Ex Parte”: He liked mahogany, 
maple furniture, and Oriental rugs, 
but she envied her friend who had 
her house furnished with antiques. 
So hubby lost his temper and decided 
to comply with his wife’s wishes. All 
he needed were a pair of shears, a 
blow torch, and an ax, and soon the 
place was pretty well antiquated with 


holes and nicks and_ scars galore. 
Then “Florence went into her 
scream.” Perhaps the very best one, 


however, if you are aching for a good 
laugh, is “Contract.” Another, rec- 
ommended for the same purpose, is 
“The Facts.” Though not a laugh- 
provoking one, “The Maysville Min- 
strel” is also among the best. In 
short, in the Arthur Brisbane man- 
ner, read “Round Up” for. enjoyment, 
read it for a tonic, a very effective 
tonic remedy for a tendency to be in- 
sufficiently thoughtful.

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Scholarships 
Awarded to 8 
°34 Graduates 


DePauw Rector Scholarship 
Valued at $1,000 Goes To 
Carl Waterfall 


Three Graduates of Earlier 
Classes Also Awarded 
Scholarships 


An unusually large number of the 
1934 graduates from North Side will 
go to college this year. Of this num- 
ber nearly a dozen will make use of 
scholarships awarded them for out- 
standing work in various lines. 

Carl Waterfall was the winner of 
a $1,000 four year Rector scholarship 
to DePauw University. This scholar- 
ship is one of the most valuable offered 
here. He was outstanding in dramat- 
ics and scholastic achievement while 
at North Side. 

Eugene Bailey has been offered a 
tuition scholarship to Northwestern 
University for one year which is val- 
ued at $150. He has, however, de- 
cided to attend Duke University 
where a transcript of his high school 
credits had already been sent. Bailey 
was prominent in journalism, various 
clubs, band, orchestra, and dramatics. 

Scott to Northwestern 

Another very valuable scholarship 
kas been accepted by Richard Scott. 
This scholarship, valued at $300, is 
to Northwestern University. The 
scholarship was awarded to him on the 
basis of his high achievements. Scott 
was president of the senior class, and 
also of the Hi-Y club of North Side. 
He was a member of the four-year 
honor roll, the National Honor Society, 
the Student Council, the swimming 
team, and the senior play cast. 

Alberta Elett and Martha Rahdert, 
two 1934 graduates, were the recip- 
ients of two scholarships to the In- 
diana University Extension here in 
Fort Wayne. These scholarships 
which are offered annually to two out- 
standing graduates of each of the 
three high schools pay all except $50 
of the freshman year tuition fees at 
the extension. Both girls were mem- 
bers of the National Honor Society as 
well as numerous clubs and extra- 
curricular activities. 

Perry Gets I. U. Award 

Robert Perry received a $100 schol- 
arship to Indiana University which 
will cover the tuition of his freshman 
year. Perry was a member of the 
National Honor Society as well as 
various clubs while at North Side. 
Barbara Warner, who was also a mem- 
ber of the National Honor Society, 
was very prominent in extra-curricu- 
lar activities, and had a part in the 
senior play, was awarded a valuable 
scholarship to Wittenberg College. 

In addition to the 1934 graduates, a 
number of the alumni of North Side 
have also received scholarships this 
year. Among them, Joseph Bowen, a 
1930 graduate of North Side, has been 
awarded a scholarship valued at $500 
to Leland Stanford University. He is 
one of the eight winners in the United 
States and is the first Yale graduate 
to receive the award. 

Bowen won the Jack Merillat Grif- 
fin scholarship to Yale in 1930 and 
graduated from there this year. In 
Stanford, he will continue an advanced 
study of history in which he has maj- 
ored at Yale. At North Side he was 
active in track and debating as well as 
being a member of the Student Coun- 
cil, National Honor Society, the honor 
roll, and various other organizations.

M. J. Abbett Talks 
On Serving Youth 


Superintendent Addresses 
Teachers in General 
Gathering 








“If our program for the education of 
youths is to be successful, we must 
guide them,” Superintendent Merle J. 
Abbett said Tuesday morning in speak- 
ing before the annual organization 
meeting fo the Fort Wayne public 
school teachers, principals, and super- 

, visors at Central Public High School 
auditorium onthe subject of “Youth 
Served or Denied.” 

“This resolution,” he stated, ‘“some- 
times results in high-sounding phrases 
and fifty-cent words. We must work 
earnestly and put full interest in our 
work; we must provide a program; 
we may direct the vehicle, wherein all 
other kindred agencies with just as 
true purpose will lend their good, un- 
selfish offices.” 

Mr. Abbett continued, “We have 
watched and conversed with these 
young people coming from our insti- 
tutions, having concluded their train- 
ing there. They return to us in re- 
spectful manner to ask the answer to 
the picture they observe, which to 
them has been richly colored and they 
discover does not for the present hold 
the future they had planned. The 
great group that has gone into in- 
dustry in other days have for the most 
part performed in a manner accept- 
able to those in charge; they have 
lived by the rules of the game; they 
have saved; they have shared; but 
they find themselves without an op- 
portunity to continue what was be- 
gun as the basis of a useful life. 

“The leadership that must be pro- 
vided today may be the result of far- 
seeing individuals bringing a rich 
experience and common sense to bear 
upon the problems involved. It may 
be the combination of both and the 
helpful result of each; but whatever 
the condition, this leadership must 
be developed along fundamental lines 
that are sound, substantial and en- 
during.

Students; Cost Low 


Because of Drought and 
Strikes Menus Are 
Uncertain 





The drought and all the strikes in 
the West are making it very hard for 
Miss DeVilbiss to plan menus ahead of 
time. Many of her food orders in 
quantity were cancelled. The usual 
menu is as follows: Soup, meat, and 
meat substitute, potatoes, a cooked 
vegetable, salad, heavy and light des- 
sert, butter and rolls, and milk. There 
are variations from day to day. 

The capacity of the cafeteria is ap- 
proximately 500 people. A very sub- 
stantial meal may be obtained for 25 
cents. Most salads, desserts and soups 
cost five cents. The main dish is usual- 
ly 8 cents. 

Pupils are asked to obey all cafe- 
teria rules. One line should be formed 
so that the movement will be more 
rapid. If all pupils are orderly, they 
will find it a very pleasant place to 
eat.

Would You Be Happy Here? Then Read the Following— 





HE school regulations which we 

have in force at North Side are 

not meant to hedge you in nor to 
curtail your privileges,” Mr. North- 
rop, principal, declares in a message 
to the student body. ‘You must re- 
member that we are a community of 
more than 1,300 persons working in 
one building. And then consider that 
these regulations are made to protect 
you—to keep others from infringing 
on your rights. 

“As for you, we like to feel that you 
are not governed by school rules, but 
by the sincere desire to do the right 
thing at all times and under every 
condition,” Mr. Northrop added. 

“A few fundamental rules, however, 
are essential for the successful opera- 
tion of any organization. A strict ad- 
herence to these rules will mark you 
as a good citizen of this school; fric- 
tion and misunderstanding will be 
avoided, and your school life will be 
much more pleasant and happy.” 

He listed the rules as follows: 

The school day begins at 8:05 and 
closes at 3:15, seven periods long, with 
recitations each period. All pupils are 
to be in their Home Rooms at 8:05. 
All periods in which pupils have no 
recitations, except the lunch period, 
will be spent in the study hall or li- 
brary, unless excused by the principal. 
Pupils leaving the building at any 


time during the day, except their reg- 
ular lunch period, must have permis- 
sion to leave signed by Mrs. Clark 
or the teacher in charge of Room 316. 
Leaving without permission consti- 
tutes truancy and will be dealt with 
accordingly. 

Pupils who are late will report to 
Mrs. Clark in Room 316. There is no 
legitimate excuse for tardiness, and 
time lost in this manner must be made 
up after 3:20. 

The building will be open at 7:45, 
and pupils should time their arrival 
so as to reach here between 7:50 and 
8:00. Those who find it necessary to 
come earlier will receive written per- 
mission to enter before this time from 
Mrs. Clark. 

All pupils except those under direct 
supervision of a teacher should be out 
of the building before 3:35. 

Pupils who lunch out of the build- 
ing the 4th or 5th period, or who leave 
the building after lunching, should not 
return until the last ten minutes of 
the period. Upon entering the build- 
ing when school is in session, go di- 
rectly to the study hall and await the 
dismissal bell before depositing wraps 
and getting books. 

There are two lunch periods of 55 
minutes each. Those who wish may 
lunch in the building. Pupils may buy 
their lunches here or bring it with 


them. 

Pupils who lunch in the cafeteria 
may leave the building or go to the 
study hall after lunching, but no one 
is to leave the cafeteria during the last 
ten minutes of a lunch period. 

At the end of the 8rd and 4th per- 
iods, if you leave the building or go to 
the cafeteria, move quickly and quiet- 
ly. 

During the 4th and 5th periods, 
pupils are asked to use the front en- 
trances only. The gymnasium en- 
trances are not ito be used at any time, 
and only those with bicycles are to 
use the entrance to the bicycle room. 

The entrance in the south wing of 
the building may be used at any time 
except from 11:15 to 1:30. 

The library is open every period for 
reference work, reading, and circula- 
tion of books from 7:45 until 4:00 ex- 
cept the fifth period. Everyone who 
comes to the library is requested to be 
quiet, courteous, and respect the rights 
of others. All new students at North 
Side, except freshmen, please obtain 
from the librarian the rules of the li- 
brary. 

A pupil who is absent from class 
one day will not be admitted to subse- 
quent sessions of the class without an 
admit slip. These admits will be is- 
sued by the Home Room teacher upon 
presentation of an excuse signed by a 


parent or guardian. 

The period from 3:20 to 4:15 will 
be used for consultation period. The 
teachers may detain pupils at that 
time for non-preparation or miscon- 
duct. Assignment to the Detention 
Room, Room 112, is the penalty for 
tardiness and truancy. 

All pupils are expected to have les- 
sons properly prepared when they ap- 
pear in class. If they have not, they 
may be detained at any time by the 
teacher. They should appear at the 
time and the place appointed by the 
teacher. 

Disorderly conduct will not be tol- 
erated in any classroom, study hall, or 
in the halls. 

; The one traffic rule for all to observe 
is this: Keep to the right, move rap- 
idly, and mind your own business. 

Loitering in the halls, on the stairs, 
near the entrances, or in the vicinity 
of the building is prohibited. 

Running, shouting, loud talking, and 
boisterous laughing in the halls is 
prohibited. 

Pupils are not to go to lockers or 
lavatories except upon a Leave Per- 
mit (pink slip) unless it be between 
classes. 

In going about the building upon a 
Leave Permit, be sure that such per- 
mit is carried in plain view.

“The Needle’s Kiss” by Austin J. 
Small. Another crime story with an- 
other diabolical Chinaman as the vil- 
lain, and the whole thing centered 
about the wharfs in London, and fea- 
turing a notorious dope-smuggling 
gang. The Chinaman, Captain Gros- 
man, leader of the smugglers, is a 
second Fu Manchu in his cleverness, 
cruelty, cunning disguises, torture in- 
ventions and devices, and cackling 
laugh.

For the 
bloodthirsty person, plenty of deaths, 
murders, and blood. On the other 
hand, not much satisfaction for the 
horror-thirsty person. As far as books 
go, not so good; however, as far as 
detective yarns go, good. In fact, 
perhaps the only important fault to 
be found with the book as a detective 
story is the fact that the author’s 
problems in the story are too obvious- 
ly made to come out “right.”

Gity Celebrates W eek in 
Honor of Anthony Wayne 


Indians, soldiers, forts, Stony Point, and Fallen Timbers: these 
and many more things were associated with the name of General 
“Mad Anthony” Wayne, after whom the present city of Fort 


Wayne is named. Some of the sites 
where Wayne fought are almost as 
widely disputed as the location of 
Johnny Appleseed’s grave. However, 
the sites of the most important bat- 
tles are fairly well located. 

General Wayne was every inch a 
soldier. He fought at Ticonderoga, 
Brandywine, and Germantown. In 
addition to this, General Washington 
appointed him to lead an army into 
the west to try to drive the Indians 
away so as to make the country safe 
for settlers, While Wayne was di- 
recting the building of the first Fort 
Wayne, an Indian spy was found in 
one of the trees which were felled 
while building the fort. This incident 
made the saying “an Indian in every 
tree” seem too true to be comfortable. 

Wayne’s greatest victory, however, 
was the battle of Fallen Timbers 
which took place near Defiance. This 
victory, together with a treaty, paved 
the way for the settling of the North- 
west. These events did not take 
place fifty or a hundred years ago, 
but more nearly one hundred fifty 
years ago, making Fort Wayne one 
of the first settlements in the state 
of Indiana. ' 

Only very recently have the histori- 
cally minded people of the city begun 
to make investigations which led to 
the conclusion that Fort Wayne is 
one of the oldest, if not the oldest, 
city in the state. 

A short time ago it was suggested 
that the city celebrate Anthony 
Wayne day in honor of the founder 
of the city. This plan was finally 
carried out on Monday, September 17, 
when business was practically sus- 
pended while the citizens of the town 
joined in an unequaled celebration. 
And, as little Johnny would say, “The 
best part of it all was that there was 
no school, and I had the whole after- 
noon to myself.”

The North Side Redskins started 
their 1934 football season with a 
smashing victory over their annual 
initial rival, South of Lima, winning 
by the lengthy score of 27 to 0. 

The Reds’ superior ability, experi- 
ence, and weight proved too much 
for the Southerners, and the Tigers 
threatened the Northerner’s goal only 
twice, once in the first quarter as a 
result of a fumbled punt which was 
recovered by the Bengals on the 11- 
yard line, and as a result of a series 
of successful passes which brought 
the Tigers to the Redskins’ 17-yard 
line. 

The Redskins featured a powerful 
line, a fast and shifty backfield, and 
a most brilliant defensive strength, 
particularly the aerial defense. 

Roger Poorman’s brilliant running, 
coupled with Cronkhite’s equally 
brilliant runs; Ralph Poorman’s and 
Joe Shumm’s successful plunging, and 
Gerry Lutz’s and also Shumm’s kick- 
ing for extra points were instrumen- 
tal in the crushing victory. 

In the first quarter, the Redskins 
broke loose with a flashing running 
offense, with Ralph Poorman return- 
ing one of South’s punts to the 21- 
yard mark and Cronkhite scoring on 
a brilliant run of 21 yards around his 
own right end for the initial points 
in the contest. Lutz succeeded in con- 
verting a drop-kick for the extra 
point, giving the North Siders a 
seven-point lead in the early part of 
the first quarter.

Then in this same quarter, the 
Tigers made their most serious bid 
for a score. Ralph Poorman fumbled 
a Southerners’ punt on the 12-yard 
stripe, and one of the Southerners re- 
covered it for the Bengals on the 11- 
yard line. North Side was penalized 
for “off-sides” on the next play, thus 
bringing the roaring Tigers to within 
six yards of the Reds’ goal. The 
mighty Redskins set themselves to 
“hold that line,” and they were re- 
warded by recovering Chapman’s 
fumble. Thus the Bengals’ hopes for 
a score at this time faded. 


In the second quarter, the Reds re- 
ceived a lucky “break” when they suc- 
ceeded in recovering a loose ball on 
the 12-yard line. By a series of 
plunges the ball was moved up to the 
four-yard mark. Then Ralph Poor- 
man plunged the remaining distance 
for the second touchdown of the game. 
The drop-kick by Lutz was a trifle 
too wide to be good and this left the 
total score to stand at 13 to 0. 


The touchdown in the third quarter 
came as a result of the best run of the 
sole game when Roger Poorman 
carried the ball for 33 yards around 
his own right end, behind perfect in- 
terference, to the final marker. Lutz 
place-kicked a goal for the extra 
point, bringing the score up to 20 
to 0 at the end of the third period.

For Fire Drill 


Practice Will Be Held Soon; 
Know Correct Exits, 
Avoid Confusion 





A fire drill will be held soon in the 
school, and it is important that all the 
students know the instructions. Di- 
rections for behavior follow.

When the fire alarm sounds, leave 
the room in single file, the person ap- 
pointed by the teacher taking the 
lead.

Many students, glancing into 


the news plant in room 110, see- 


ing the mighty electric presses at work, hearing the clatter of the 


linotype machines, and watching 
their scoops into dictaphones, fail to 
appreciate the efforts of these guard- 
ians of the public. 

How did it happen that a paper 
such as The Northerner developed? 
The start was in a small way. A vis- 
ionary and a dreamer in the study 
hall, instead of wasting his time in 
trivial looking around, reached for his 
pencil and tablet—paused—thought— 
and wrote a short note; then threw it 
across two aisles into the hands of a 
fellow student. The short although 
witty and interesting missive pro- 
pounded the question, “Who was the 
South Side girl that J. C. was with 
last night?” 


This note inspired its creator to 
wonder if it weren’t possible to make 
it a more lasting thing; to possibly 
have it printed. This was the start. 
There were, of course, many obstacles 
to be overcome. For instance, a paper 
the size of the present Northerner 
does not make a very compact missile 
to be thrown; some other method of 
circulation had to be devised. 


We of today fail to realize the 
tyrrany and downright stamping out 
of freedom of the press that was im- 
posed upon these first newspaper 
men. Some of these originators were 
cooped up in detention rooms and 
were given absolutely no chance to 
justify themselves before a jury of 
their peers. At first there were only 
a few of these lovers of liberty but 
later, inspired by these knights of free 
press, dozens of them were sent into 
these horrible detention rooms. There 
a small group of the more daring en- 
tered into a conspiracy under the very 
eyes of their jailor. They decided 
to so enlarge their activities that the 
tyranny of suppression of the press 
would be forever destroyed. 

Two of these people had fairly leg- 
ible hand writing and were forthwith 
immediately acclaimed reporters for 
their talent along this line. The 
genius among the group was a small, 
dark-haired and unprepossessing look- 
ing girl who had the heaven-sent gift 
of being able to spell. Letters of 
words of two, three and four syllables 
would flow from her tongue with an 


lease that was astonishing. She was 


awfully young, too. She, of course, 
was chosen as the one to read the two 
reporters’ work and rearrange the let- 
ters so that the readers could under- 
stand at least the individual words. 

There was a large group who had 
absolutely no talent. When it came 
to writing plainly and spelling. Nine 
who were especially incompetent were 


the resourceful reporters dictate 


made editors where all they had to 
do was to criticize the efforts of their. 
mere gifted comrades. Of course, it 
was a shame to give them such an 
opportunity, but after all they just 
didn’t have the mental ability to make 
good as writers and so were neces- 
sarily delegated to tasks within their 
range. 

By means of much hard conspir- 
acy, the conspirators got out their 
weekly outburst on its publication 
date or at least, within three or four 
days or so. (There wasn’t a whole 
lot happening that week aside from 
‘the school caving in, the swimming 
pool overflowing and flooding the en- 
tire first and second floors—a janitor 
had been a little bit careless and left 
the faucet running, three of the 
teachers being slain by bandits, and 
the football team defeating Notre 
Dame’s freshman squad. And when 
news is scarce—well, you just can’t 
write about things if they don’t hap- 
pen, 

Two years later, in 1928, a remark- 
able thing happened. Five freshmen 
entered from Forest Park who dif- 
fered from their predecessors in that 
they were smart. They had entered 
kindergarten together and had writ- 
ten and spelled together for eight 
years. All of them entered North 
Side together. Now here was a group 
of five good writers and spellers, all 
of them. These five, later called the 
Forest Park Wonder Five, really made 
the paper, each year sweating, toil- 
ing and improving until the North- 
erner was a nationally recognized 
paper. Today only Liberty and the 
Saturday Evening Post rank higher. 
(However, many competent observers 
say that they are higher only be- 
cause of their cash prize contests and 
not because they really are better 
publications.) 

We have related the history of the 
founding of the paper in the hopes 
that the students will more fully 
realize the sacrifice and toil that we 
loyal workers so freely give to the 
school paper.

Wild, famished, animal-like looks 
grew on the faces of the students, and 
they lapped their lips suggestively 
and rolled their eyes wildly as clocks 
jumped up to one minute before the 
time for the ringing of the dismissal 
bell.

Out of 
1400 pupils, more than 100 ride bicycles. No doubt there are many 


more people who have these two- 
wheeled contraptions but prefer to 
inhale their ozone through the process 
of walking.

The program presented a variety 
of entertainment including music by 
Percy Robbins, staff organist of sta- 
tion WOWO, Wilbur Pickett’s Ensem- 
ble, and Jimmie Richard’s orchestra. 
Announcements were made by Med- 
ford Maxwell and Bill Robbins. Mr. 
and Mrs. Max Menschel of Wapokon- 
eta, Ohio, spoke to Mrs. Menschel’s 
brother, Richard Black, a scientist 
with the expedition. 

Great preparation was made before- 
hand for this program; for which lis-

Whether you have a large or small camera will 
not matter so much as the thought you give to the subject and the skill you develop. Probably 
members of your family will be able to give you helpful advice, or your local camera stores or 
* professional photographers will gladly give you assistance. 
There are thousands of possible subjects in and around your school and in your life as a stu- 
dent. Here are a few general suggestions, to help you. 
Pictures of new and unusual buildings, laboratories, school grounds, gymnasiums, libraries, au- 
ditoriums, extra-curricular activities or other facilities which have been added in order to make 
your school work more enjoyable or more efficient. 
Pictures of students, faculty members or others who have won outstanding recognition for 
worthy accomplishment in class room, athletic or community activities. 
Pictures showing action in athletics, such as’ views of unusual and winning plays in football 
games which are deciding sectional and division championships, or pictures of 
especially well drilled gymnasium classes at work. 
During this last summer the grounds surrounding many high schools have been 
improved, Play grounds and athletic fields have been constructed. New schools 
have been built. School bus lines have been added and equipment installed for 
servicing them and garaging them. Cafeterias and lunch rooms have been con- 
structed or improved. If you feel that your school has done something unusual 
and interesting, in this or a similar way, why not photograph it? Naturally, the 
picture will be more interesting if it shows action. For example a view of a cafe- 
teria will be more interesting if your picture shows it in use at the busy noon hour. 
Or a view of a large domestic science class at work might be interesting if the 
scene is well posed, if it shows action and if it is clear, 
These are merely suggestions. You may find that you can use your imagination, 
develop a “nose for news pictures” and earn some money in this pleasant way.

M. Suter, North Side chemistry teach- 
er who died Sunday by the faculty 
of the school who attended in a body 
at the funeral services Wednesday 
afternoon at the Wayne Street M. E. 
Church. Members of the Phy-Chem 
Club of which Mr. Suter was the ad- 
viser, also attended. Many other North 
Side students and Fort Wayne teach- 
ers were present. 

Mr. Suter, who had taught at North 
Side since the founding of the school 
in 1927, succumbed suddenly at In- 
dianapolis, where he had been attend- 
ing the State Teachers’ Convention, 
of Addison’s disease with which he 
had been suffering for fifteen years.

Announcement of these awards was 
made at the annual convention ban- 
quet of the association last Friday at 
Franklin College. The convention was 
attended by eleven pupils and the fac- 
ulty adviser from North Side. 


The Legend won the highest rating 
possible, All-Indiana Superior, and 
The Northerner came next with the 
All-Indiana rating. 


High individual honors were won by 
Cornelius Ryan, one of whose feature 
story was judged the best in the state; 
Faye Swank, one of whose editorials 
was rated second best in the state, and 
Helen Meier, who was given two sec- 
ond place awards, one for reporting 
and one for news writing. 


The Northerner also received other 
awards in the specialized writing con- 
test. The judges decided that the 
Northerner’s feature stories that ap- 
peared in the paper between February 
and June were the best series that ap- 
peared in any high school in the state. 

The Northerner also won a tie for 
first place in the state with the South 
Side Times for the best make-up of its 
pages.

“Pop” Suter—Teacher, Friend 


It is with the greatest of sympathy to the 
surviving wife and four daughters of Mr. Edgar 
M. Suter, who died suddenly last Sunday at In- 
dianapolis while he was attending the teachers’ 
convention, that we pause to pay tribute to this 
late North Side teacher. 

Mr. Suter, or rather “Pop’’ Suter, as we so 
intimately termed him, was chemistry teacher 
here, having held his position in North Side since 
the school was built. With his passing, we lose 
one of our most valuable teachers and friends. 
Although we can not bestow upon him too great 
an honor, he shall ever linger in our memories.

For the second successive time, 
Fredrick Kroemer has captured the 
Koerber cup extemporaneous contest, 
which is held semi-annually at North 
Side. Second place also went for the 
second time to Margaret Johnston.

Kroemer in his rebuttal, showed how 
governmental control of education and 
business would be the contrary to the 
principle of laissez-faire, while Mar- 
garet Johnston attacked governmental 
control of education. The winner of 
this contest will be one of the two per- 
sons to represent North Side at the 
annual city-wide extemporaneous con- 
test to be held next spring. 

As North Side is to have several 
debates with schools in the northeast- 
ern part of the state early in Decem- 
ber, Mr. Laney, debate coach, has 
issued a call for debaters for the com- 
ing season. Anyone who would like 
to try out for a team is urged to see 
Mr. Laney as soon as possible as the 
first call was issued yesterday and 
inter-school debating will get under 
way soon. 

Although Mr. Laney is a new teach- 
er at North Side, he has already made 
elaborate plans for a very fine year 
of debating.

(The following feature story by Cornelius Ryan was considered by the judges 
in the Indiana High School Press Association specialized writing contest as the best 
feature story that appeared last semester in any high school paper in the state.— 


Editor’s Note.) 


Perk up your ears and harken, O ye woeful studies of classical 


Latin, beautiful French, and gutteral German! 


I come as a mes- 


senger of hopefulness, to lift you from your abysmal dejection. 


For, so ’tis said, misery craveth com- 
pany, and Ecce!

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J. H. Saunders 
Gives Address 
On Education 


Superintendent of Schools, 
Newport News, Talks on 
“Our American Schools” 





“Our American School” was the top- 
je of tne address broadcast over tne 
network of the National Broadcasting 
Company by Josepn H. Saunders, su- 
perintendent ot schools, Newport 
News, Virginia. 

“Not long ago I stood beside the 
Arch of ‘’riumph in raris and read 
this simple but sublime inscription, 
‘Here lies a soldier of rance wno died 
for his country.” But as 1 iooked upon 
the grave of this soldier, the thougnt 
came to me how much greater it is to 
live for one’s country. ‘Io die is easy, 
a brief struggle, a momentary pain. 
But to live is difficult; it means a con- 
tinuous struggle, a battle against the 
forces of nature. It means the bearing 
of burdens and of sorrows, although it 
is often lightened and sweetened by 
that hope which springs eternally in 
the human breast. To die for one’s 
country is a symbol of patriotism, but 
to live for one’s country is the very 
essence of patriotism. 

Parents Lack Full Education 

“The patriot is one who loves his 
country and with zeal upholds its au- 
thority and supports its interests. Pa- 
triotism is synonymous with ‘good cit- 
izenship.’ It is an acquired character- 
istic that reaches its full fruition 
through a course of training, through 
pride in the achievements of individ- 
uals and communities, and through the 
desire to constructively participate in 
neighborhood and national contempor- 
ary affairs. 

“A recent study of the education of 
18891 parents of pupils enrolled in 
high schools in various parts of the 
United States reveals the fact that 
approximately half of these parents 
had no more than an elementary school 
education and only twenty-eight per- 
cent of those parents were high school 
graduates, 

“A comparison of the course of 
study pursued by these high school 
graduates with the course of study of- 
fered by the colleges in the early days 
of our country further reveals the fact 
that graduation from a class A high 
school at the present time is almost 
equivalent to graduation from a col- 
lege at the time George Washington 
was President. The amount of work 
required is nearly if not quite equal 
in its intensity and is greatly superior 
in its range and amount of material. 

Graduates Better Educated 

“The high school graduates, taken 
as a whole, are better educated, better 
trained, and better prepared to enter 
into the activities of adult life than 
were their parents before them or 
their colonial forefathers who were 
graduated from college. 

“This education has been made pos- 
sible by the sacrifices of parents and 
the financial aid and co-operation ot 
the states and of local communities. It 
has included the essentials of the edu- 
cation of a patriot. 

“The good citizen provides for his 
own upkeep, does not interfer with the 
work of others, and makes a positive 
contribution to the welfare and prog- 
ress of humanity. He follows the di- 
vine example of ‘the Son of Man who 
came not to be ministered unto, but 
to minister, and to give His life as a 
ransom for many.’ 

“In order to succeed in any chosen 
career, one must possess natural abil- 
ity which must be improved by study 
and tested, modified, and refined by ex- 
perience. Many misfits in life are due 
to the fact that no efforts were made 
to make essential adaptations and to 
follow the natural and logical order. 

School Training Best for Patriots 

“Having determined his career, the 
student must give the necessary time 
and effort to study. A distinguished 
scholar, when asked what he thought 
of higher education, replied: ‘If I were 
twenty and had but ten years to live, 
I would spend the first nine years 
accumulating knowledge and getting 
ready for the tenth.’ 

“The education of a patriot teaches 
him to keep himself physically fit. 
Good health is largely the control of 
the individual. It is not patriotism 
to make oneself a burden upon the 
community through avoidable illness. 
A sound mind in a sound body is an 
ancient proverb. Health does not in- 
sure us against making mistakes in 
judgment, but we are more likely to 
make errors when we are weak or in 
pain. 

“The education of a patriot also 
teaches him to maintain a cheerful 
spirit and an optimistic outlook upon 
life. The general all-round, compre- 
hensive training given in the schools 
of this nation should be and in most 
cases is the best possible education 
to create a nation of patriots.”

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“riters Visit Biology Lab, 
Learn About Ancestors

Porifera, Coelenterata, Echinodermata, Vermes, Arthropoda, 
Prochordata, and similar unpronounceable terms were thrown 
at poor unsuspecting reports when we happened to venture inside 


the biology lab of our fair school one 
ufternoon recently. After we had wan- 
dered about in a daze for a few min- 
utes, Miss Julia Alexander, the guard- 
ian of this domain, took pity and un- 
dertook to explain these terms which 
had been found on some jars contain- 
ing some very queer appearing crea- 
tures. 

Miss Alexander stated that there 
are two great groups of life in the 
animal kingdom, the Protozoa, or one 
cell animal, and the Metozoa, or many 
celled animal, As Miss Alexander had 
just received a complete collection and 
exhibit of metozoan creatures, she was 
quite willing to show it off. 

All the specimens are canned in 
alcohol and mounted on small pieces 
of glass inserted in a jar about four 
inches tall and two inches wide. The 
lowest form of Metozoa is the sponge 
or Porifera; next in development is 
the Coelentarata, which is shown by 
canned jellyfish and a sea anemone. 
The cutest little worm with bristles 
all over it which resembled an over- 
grown tooth brush, and a little worm 
that looked more or less like a large 
white hair, having the comparatively 
small appelation of Vermes resided 
in the next two cans; while an every- 
day clam was preserved in the next 
jar with a little white label on which 
was printed “Molluska.” Spiders, cen- 
tipedes, and seventeen year locusts and 
other such insects come under the title 
of Arthropoda. 

The Central Scientific Company 
from which Miss Alexander received 








the collection, has even canned one of 
our ancestors. This would make a 
good one for Ripley, and if your in- 
quiring reporters hadn’t seen the low- 
est form of the Vertebrate family, 
which is about two inches long and 
about as lacking in distinctive charac- 
teristics as a thimble full of air, we 
certainly wouldn’t have believed there 
could be such a creature. In fact, 
it just looks like someone had put a 
dob of cream colored paint on the 
glass. 

After this, when you intend to put 
anyone in his place, speak up and 
say, “You can certainly tell that your 
ancestors were all Amphioxi.” This 
early form of Vertebrata had no spin- 
al column, but it had the makings of 
one; and all spinal columns (back- 
bones, to you) have developed from 
it. Examples of the Vertebrata in- 
cluded in the exhibit are a fish, a sala- 
mander, a lizard, a frog, a chicken em- 
bryo, an da pig embryo. (Didn’t know 
you and we were related to those, did 
you?) 

After finding out that we came from 
such lowly beginnings, and feeling al- 
most as low because we had made such 
a complete show of our ignorance, we 
decided that the visit to the biology 
laboratory should be swiftly termin- 
ated. However, Miss Alexander, who 
must enjoy putting something besides 
water in dumb pupils’ brains, asked 
us to include in our story an invita- 
tion to the Redskins to visit this in- 
structive exhibit in the near future.

What did the parents in Indiana 
do last year? They enrolled 696,303 
pupils in the public school and as- 
sisted in keeping up an average daily 
attendance of 661,488. The parents 
of Indiana are to be congratulated 
for this fine attendance record. 


How can the community help? By 
the employment of well-trained teach- 
ers with character and qualities of 
leadership, and by meeting the de- 
pression demands, (a reduction in 
school costs of $10,849,491.53 already 
having been made.) 


What did the communities do last 
year? They donated enough means 
to keep their schools open in every 
district of Indiana. Schools are an 
absolute necessity in such days as 
these. 


Back of every community is the 
state. How can the state help? By 
providing, according to the State Con- 
stitution, “For a general and uniform 
system of common schools, wherein 
tuition shall be without charge and 
equally open to all.” What did the 
state do for schools last year? It 
sent to the local corporations a total 
of $14,564,654,.52 for the support of

Nation Can Reach Goals If 
People Have Knowledge 
And Learning Is Universal 


The people of America must be kept 
vividly conscious of the nation’s domi- 
nant spirit, so that a nation may most 
nearly achieve its purposes. When this 
spirit is interpreted in terms of goals, 
the social and economic policies best 
designed to achieve those goals must 
be formulated and brought within the 
understanding and acceptance of the 
people. Until the citizens work intel- 
tigently and zealously for the attain- 
ment of voluntarily accepted national 
goals, education, under the leadership 
of the public schools and colleges, will 
not have fully done its part. 

Schools constitute only a part of the 
educational whole, but they include 
that part which aims consciously at 
the development of one type of char- 
acter and intelligence rather than an- 
other. All the demands imposed by 
the social and economic goals focus 
in the activities and aims of the school 
system of America. 

Education Must Be Universal 


The schools cannot progress intelli- 
gently or even begin to meet the re- 
quirements of these goals unless cer- 
tain basic conditions are met. Educa- 
tion must be universal in its extent 
and application, in its materials and 
methods, and in its aims and spirit. 
Education must make definite and ex- 
press provision for every child who is 
capable of intellectual and moral de- 
velopment. 

Although the number who continue 
into high school and college has in- 
creased enormously in the last twenty 
years, the great majority still stops 
with the elementary grades or early 
years of high school. 

Our schools must provide for all 
types of capacities in all their indivi- 
dual variations. The tools and skill 
needed for abundant living must be 
multiplied far beyond the three R’s, 
that were once sufficient. The educa- 
tional campaign must go on until the 
activities of the school are further en- 
riched, expanded, and organized. 

Adult Education Is Necessity 

The school system must be universal 
in that it is directed to build a social 
order that establishes security of 
standing for all. Only when the school 
extends its outlook beyond the young 
immediately under its care to the larg- 
er social whole, shall America move 
steadily toward our national goals. 

From colleges, universities, and pro- 
fessional] schools come many of the 
nation’s leaders. Engrossed in making 
a good doctor, lawyer, merchant, or 
scientist, many of these colleges have 
thought little of the responsibility to 
make a good man and a good citizen. 
Lately, they have awakened to that 
responsibility, and changes have been 
taking place among the colleges. 

The people should no longer think! 
of adult education as an isolated thing 
or a luxury. It is a necessity. The 
next great step forward in American 
public education must be an organized 
movement for continuous, life-long ed- 
ucation in the realities of our eco-

Uiews on Gity “Water Works 


On Education If People Continue To Pay Water Bills At Their Present 


Rate the Debt Will Soon 


Be Paid; Taxpayers Do Not 


Have Extra Expense for System and Plant, He Says. 





By Mayor William J. Hosey 
It is not my purpose to relate how the city got into the water 


works business in those early days. 


That would be a very long 


story and also a very interesting one, but time or space will not 


permit its recital now. Suffice to say 
that about the first of the year 1880 
the city found itself the owner and 
operator of a $300,000 water works 
plant. “How was this $300,000 ob- 
tained to finance the plant?” the 
reader will ask. It was obtained by 
issuing city interest-bearing bonds to 
the amount of $270,000. Some $30,- 
000 tax money was added to this bond 
money which paid for the plant at 
that date. “Well,” I think I hear 
someone ask, “was this $300,000 of 
taxpayers’ money ever paid back dur- 
ing the past fifty-four years?” The 
answer to that very pertinent ques- 
tion is positively, “Yes.” The best 
answer to the question however, is as 
follows: 

Twenty-five years after the original 
$300,000 plant was put into opera- 
tion (in 1879 or about 1905) during 
the term of the late Mayor Berghoff, 
a fact-finding investigation was gone 
into for the purpose of determining 
the true financial status of the city 
water works and its relation to. the 
taxpayers of the city. The following 
facts were ascertained: 

That the $300,000 water works plant 
of 1879 had expanded into a $1,500,- 
000 plant in 1905. 

That the plant at that time could 
not be replaced or duplicated for one 
and one-half million dollars. 

That during the twenty-five-year 
period the greater part of the $1,500,- 
000 plant of 1905 was paid for out of 
water works revenues and not out of 
taxes. 

That the value of public water ser- 
vice from 1879 to 1905 consisting of 


fire protection or hydrant rental, 
water services to all the public 
schools, city hall, fire houses, city 


parks, green houses and city barns, 
the flushing of streets and sewers, 
etc., would aggregate a greater sum 
than all the money paid in taxes on 
account of the water works project. 

_ Such was the result that “fact-find- 
ing” investigation in 1905 found. In 
addition, the water works of 1905, 
valued at $1,500,000, was practically 
paid for and had cost the taxpayers 
nothing. Such debt as the city owed 
on account of it was purely negligible. 

A similar checkup on the city water 
works today will show the same re- 
sults. 

Now, in regard to the new $2,500,- 
000 filtration works, storage reser- 
voir, up-river dam and pumping sta- 
tion for which bonds were issued, you 
may ask how those bonds are going 
to be paid. Well, in answer to that 
question, I will say that those bonds 
will be paid out of the revenues of 


\the water plant, and not out of new 
taxes. 

In conclusion let me say that all 
the people of the city have to do is to 
continue to pay their water bills, and 
at the present schedule of rates, and 
if they do that they can stop worry- 
ing about taxes and how the new 
bonded debt will be paid.

The changes in industrial, economic, 
and social conditions which have taken 
place in recent years create a demand 
for a kind of education radically dif- 
ferent from that which was regarded 
as adequate in earlier periods when 
the social order was comparatively 
static.

work only a few hours a day. 

Yet I must grant that theoretically 
the technocrats are right. We are 
constantly approaching a time when 
everyone can enjoy a standard of liv- 
ing equivalent to an income of $10,000 
per year by working four hours per 
day for four days per week under 
proper organization. (This will come, 
however, through laboratory work by 
scientists rather than through leg- 
islative work by radicals.) Therefore 
clients are justified in asking: What 
will take up the slack? Or, to state 
the question in another way: What 
will we do with our spare time? Is 
there some line of work which can be 
expanded as the demand for agricul- 
tural, construction and _ industrial 
workers declines? I believe that there 
is such a line, and here is my reason. 

Although people can, to their own 
advantage, consume only a_ limited 
amount of food, clothing, shelter and 
amusements, there is no limit to their 
own developments physically, intellec- 
tually and spiritually. Through breed- 
ing, training and character, the pos- 
sibilities of every race are beyond the 
dreams of the most visionary. These 
possibilities put the most progressive 
technocrat in the ox-cart class. In- 
stead of one Edison, there can easily 
be a million; instead of one Einstein, 
there easily could be another million; 
and so on ad infinitum. It is merely 
a question of proper breeding, train- 
ing and character. 

This development to which I have 
referred will come about through in- 
creasing the quality and numbers of 
the teaching profession. My grand- 
son—now in school in Wellesley, Mas- 
sachusetts—is one of a class of forty- 
three! Gradually, as parents and 
taxpayers have more sense, the size 
of these classes will be reduced to 
thirty, twenty, ten and even smaller. 
I forecast the time when each scholar 
will have one special teacher, and 
perhaps several specialists as did 
Helen Keller. Considering the re- 
sults which her teacher, Miss Sulli- 
yan, obtained with this deaf, dumb 
and blind student, the possibility of 
universal independent tutoring be- 
comes apparent. 

Therefore, as I visualize the future, 
I see the number or teachers increase 
as the number of agriculturists, skill- 
ed laborers and industrial workers de-

Lointers on Proper 
Care of Books Are 
Listed for Readers 


Books are human in that they re- 
spond to good treatment. A well made 
book, well cared for, will continue to 
give service and to wear well over a 
long period of time. There are many 
things both to avoid and remember 
in handling bookst, in order to obtain 
the best service and most satisfaction 
from them. It is in order tha ignor- 
ance of facts concerning the proper 
care of books may not be the cause for 
any ruin of books or poor service from 
them that these following suggestions 
for the proper care of books are listed. 

1. Never moisten fingers to turn the 
pages of books—this is unsanitary and 
may very likely transmit disease 
germs to the books. 

2. Never use pencil or scissors as 
a book mark—the use of such instru- 
ments weakens the book’s binding and 
causes it to wear out soon. 

3. Never lay a book open face down 
—this deforms and may even break 
the back of the book. 

4. Never turn the corner of a page 
down—this spoils the page perma- 
nently. 

5. Never drop or throw a book— 
such procedures weaken the cloth 
strips of the book and may even tear 
the book completely loose from its in- 
side cover. 

6. Never leave a book near a hot 
stove or radiator—heat dries the glue 
in a book and may cause it to crack; 
heat warps the cover of a book, rots 
the leather binding, makes the paper 
in the book more brittle. 

7. Avoid getting a book wet—wet- 
ting a book loosens the glue, encour- 
ages mildew, ruins the paper and cov- 
er. 

8. Keep books from dust and dirt 
—these spoil the appearance of a book, 
make it decidedly unpleaasnt to han 
dle, and provide an ideal breeding 
place for germs. 

9. Never cough or sneeze in a book 
—How completely unsanitary and un- 
desirable this is, is obvious.

History, Evolution 
Of Book Week Is 
Cited by Reporter 


The germ of Book Week originated 
in the mind of Franklin K. Matthiews, 
chief librarian of the Boy Scouts of 
America, about 100 years ago.

Looks At Books 


THE EVERLASTING STRUGGLE 
By Johan Bojer 

“The Everlasting Struggle’ has 
been to me the most enjoyable of those 
of the books that I have yet read by 
the great Norwegian novelist, Johan 
Bojer. It is a good book, and even if 
it were not, it would be worth the 
reading, since the author’s son, Hal 
Bojer, is remembered by many per- 
sons here in Fort Wayne. Until about 
two years ago, Hal Bojer lived in this 
city, but finally he was deported to 
Norway by immigration author.ties 
on a charge of Communistic activities. 

As to the book “The Everlasting 
Struggle,” it is the story of the strug- 
gle for existence of a poor Norweg.an 
cotter’s family. A professional re- 
viewer says, in part, of the book: “To 
the alien eye this war for existence 
on the merciless sea must present a 
drab, unrelieved picture. Johan Bojer 
has a genius for catching the drama 
of a struggling people. He shows us 
their lives, apparently so bare but 
actually pulsing with love and hate, 
kindness and jealousy, heroism, mean- 
ness, gaiety, surprises....”. “Poverty 
hard, cold, unrelenting, was the im- 
placable foe that had to be met and 
wrestled with through every hour of 
every day,” says the reviewer. 

In my estimation, a rather poor book 
review in several ways. I do not per- 
sonally believe that it was Bojer’s de- 
sire to write a book like those with 
wh:ch we have been recently deluged 
by the so-called proletariat writers. 
Further, I don’t believe Bojer has } 
written such a book. Nothing in the 
story, no love, no hatred, no misfor- 
tunes, are played up to any great 
extent, or made to seem melodramatic. 
Rather, it was Bojer’s whole idea, as 
his title says, to paint the picture of 
the struggle for life and livelihood of 
not just one exceptionally extraordin- 
arily poor family, but of a typical 
Norweigian peasant or f:sherman fam- 
ily. Neither does the author make 
any attempt to portray any special 
generation or period in Norway; rath- 
er, his picture is that of what poor 
cotters’ families were always and what 
they would continue to be always,

Schools Urged 
To Make Study 
Of Objectives 


nomics Goals Urges That 
Pupils Observe Education 





In connection with the topic, “Plan- 
ning for Tomorrow,” to be studied 
during American Education Week. 
schools are urged to make a special 
study of the social-economic goals. of 
America. The committee on social- 
economic goals for America of the 
National Education Association states 
the following ten objectives of Ameri- 
ican life: 
mA) Hereditary Strength—The de- 
velopment of individuals capable of 
the deepest enjoyments, and the 
building of a culture which will en- 
rich the personalities of great num- 
bers of people are determined in part 


by the characteristics passed from 
generation to generation through 
heredity. 


(2) Physical Security—To be “well- 
born” is but half. To have these in- 
born capacities conserved is the other 
half. . 

(3) Participation in an Evolving 
Culture—The skill and knowledge 
and vision accumulated through the 
experience of the race are the right- 
ful heritage of every individual. It 
is the privilege of every individual to 
improve this heritage so he may make 
a richer bequest to his children. 

(4) An Active, Flexible Person- 
ality—Successful living requires per- 
sonal initiative, discriminating judg- 
ment, a willingness to co-operate, tol- 
erance in thought and conduct, and 
an active, flexible personality which 
adapts itself readily to social change, 
change, while still preserving those 
individual differences which give life 
significant variety. ; 

(5) Suitable Occupation — Society 
should provide the guidance and 
training necessary to enable each in- 
dividual to be placed in a vocation in 
which he can earn a living. 4 

(6) Economic Security — Economic 
security is the right of every indi- 
vidual. It may be achieved through 
employment planning, legal minimum 
wage, a legal dismissal wage, secur- 
ity of tenure, mothers’ pensions, com- 
pensation for industrial accidents and 
disease, old-age insurance, and simi- 
lar devices. 

(7) Mental Security—The right to 
learn and speak the truth is essential 
to further progress. Individuals and 
society as a whole have a right, as 
well, to protect themselves against 
obvious misuse of facts to promote 
the interests of selfish groups. 

(8) Equality of Opportunity—Our 
nation had its birth in a struggle 
for equality as opposed to special 
privilege. Equality of opportunity be- 
gins in the right of every child to a 
fair start in_ life. It continues 
through the fullest possible develop- 
ment of the individual to maturity 
and old age. It is predicated upon a 
free and universal system of educa- 
tion, from the kindergarten through 
the university. 

(9) Freedom—Society should as- 
sure to every person the widest 
sphere of freedom consistent with 
equal freedom to others. Freedom of 
speech, of the press, of the screen, 
of broadcasting, of assembling, of 
demonstrating, of organizing are es- 
sential. Particularly to be cherished 
and defended are freedom of research, 
of experimentation, and of teaching. 

(10) Fair Play—Justice in the 
courts and good sportsmanship in the 
game of life are requisites to happy 
living. Fair play is the Golden Rule 
boiled down to two words. It is the 
practice by the individual of his duty 
as a member of society to act in con- 
formity with the highest good of all 
other members of society. 








National Education Week

HE greatest nation in the world, 

our own, will this week attempt 

to evaluate its great institution, 
the public school, This institution, 
like all others that serve its useful 
purposes, had its beginning in the 
Home. All other institutions natur- 
ally have a right to expect services 
from the schools and the products of 
those institutions or those receiving 
benefit. There are many demands 
that we should recognize, and many 
services should radiate to our State, 
society in general, our churches, our 
industries, and our homes. t 

This responsibility presumes suit- 
able leadership, both professional and 
lay, adequate programs and curricula, 
suitable housing and maintenance, 
standards, ideals and principles in ac- 
cord with right living, proper con- 
duct, and loyal support of our na- 
tional government. There are dif- 
ferent opinions concerning many of 
these, but the fact is generally ac- 
cepted that such leadership intended 
to meet such breadth of contact and 
responsibility must be one educated 
both within and without the class- 
room. 

There are certain very direct bene- 
fits to come from leadership that is 
national in scope, for example, from 
the United States Commissioner of 
Education, from the National Educa- 
tion Association, and from many out- 
standing foundations educational in 
purpose and organization. The chief 
contributions from these sources are 
research in fields of school endeavor, 
which is one of the oldest as well as 
most helpful endeavors, comparative 
reports and statistics, endowments of 
teacher training institutions, school 
surveys, promotion of professional 
standards, and publications dealing 
with practices, problems, and pro- 
posals for sound procedure. 

There are many organizations that 
are lay in character which wield a 
very profound influence on _ society, 
are national in scope, and furnish a 
very desirable source for assistance 
in the advancement of sound prin- 
ciples of education and the promotion 
of principles of government for a re- 
public like our own. 


Will Sustain Nation 


Society seeks to perpetuate itself 
and improve itself through and by 
means of a thoroughly integrated 
school system. This decision was made 
by our worthy forefathers who sought 
freedom from tyranny, injustice, and 
oppression exercised by any institu- 
tion. They based their decisions on 
the sound belief that the constant im- 
provement of the character and in- 
telligence of the people would sus- 
tain and perpetuate a nation that 
would enthrone social justice and 
make the ideals of “life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness” realities in ev- 
ery true sense of the word or words. 
The leadership, professional, non-pro- 
fessional, or both, must then be 
trained in every sense to conform to 
honored principles and work for a bet- 
ter social order integrating all pro- 
cedure with the efforts of the press, 
the court, capital and labor, all wor- 
thy social, commercial, industrial and 
patriotic institutions which contribute 
also in the educational life of the 
child. We are inclined to the belief 
that professional leadership some- 
times goes far astray unless it wel- 
comes the co-operation of outstanding 
business and professional leaders, city 
officials, leaders of social, fraternal, 
religious and literary organizations, 
leaders in labor and_ professional 
groups, all newspaper, radio and sim- 
ilarly very important agencies in ev- 
ery community. 

The advancement, enrichment and 
understanding necessary may, and 
many times does, depend upon the 
splendid manner of support and lead- 
ership afforded by one or more of 
these important groups. It is indeed

Freely For Luxuries 





Approximately 60 percent of the 
school buildings now in use are of 
the one-room type. 

3,000,000 children or 11.4 percent 
of the school children attend one- 
teacher schools. 

The increasing popularity of school 
consolidation to effect economy and 
improve educational opportunity is 
shown in the fact that the number 
of one-room rural schools decreased 
by nearly 50,000 from 1918 to 1930. 

An annual saving of $17,736.17 over 
a_period of 16 years was made in 
Maryland by the consolidation of 93 
schools, 

The number of four-year rural high 
schools increased more than 18 per- 
cent between 1926 and 1930; pupils 
attending increased 29 percent; 
teachers employed increased 11 per- 
cent. 

In 1930, only 31 percent of rural 
children between the ages of 14-17 
were enrolled in high schools, while 
67 percent of city children were so 
enrolled,

With great responsibilities and ob- 
ligations go hand-in-hand great oppor- 
tunities. Education faces the task of 
appraising the social changes that 
have occurred, of looking into the fu- 
ture and anticipating further changes, 
and of guiding in those changes. The 
wealth of the future should be pointed 
toward responsibility, humanity, and 
peace. Education must continue to 
make available the greatest riches of 
the past, and give forth the richness 
of the future. 

We have a pioneer work to do as 
did our fathers. Holding steadfastly 
to a common goal, parents and teach- 
ers together may go far in sustaining 
and building up the structure of life 
for the children of America.

Looks At Books

Flappers and Philosophers is com- 
paratively short for a collection of 
short stories; however, the primary 
fault we find with the book is that it 
is entirely too long. The book is writ- 
ten by an author who was popular a 
generation ago, but who is certainly 
not that today—nor does he deserve 
popularity—although he has recently 
tried to stage a comeback. 

Any short story must depend on one 
of two things for its merit—either the 
quality of being well-written or its 
plot. “Plot” stories, except in those of 
“Liberty,” and “Saturday Evening 
Post,” short, short stories are passe. 
Fitzgerald’s stories are passe because 
their only possible foundation for 
merit is based on plot—and plots that 
aren’t at times all that might be de- 
sired, considering that they play such 
an important part in his stories. 

The Offshore Pirate, one of eight 
short stories contained in the book be- 
ing reviewed, is the flapper story, and 
pretty awful the thing is.

The very absurdity 
and unbelievableness of the story is 
meant by the author to be gently 
amusing, but on a reading of the story 
its amusing becomes an entirely dif- 
ferent flavor of amusing and not a 
little of the amusement is directed at 
the author.

All consist of plot 
alone. The plots themselves have en- 
tirely too much of an amateurish ring. 
And the writing seems to match.There 
are a few good figures of speech, but 
they seem rather forced, put in pur- 
posely, not spontaneously. This it is 
that the collection trembles quaver- 
ingly and is just barely able to hold its 
own as short stories, Thus it is that 
we have concluded Fitzgerald had bet- 
ter stick to “Saturday Evening Post” 
and the like as recipients of his stuff.

So far this year one hundred fifteen 
hopefuls have reported for basketball. 
The freshmen and sophomores, who 
are now trying for their respective 
teams in preparation for the annual 
Frosh-Soph football game, have not 
reported for basketball as yet.

For the last seven years North 
Side’s football teams have been a lit- 
tle shaky. However, this last year’s 
team has shared in the most success- 
ful grid season in the history of our 
school. 

Here are some things that the or- 
dinary Redskin doesn’t know. In 1928 
we got our worst defeat in a city 
series game. Central defeated the 
first Redskin eleven, 38-0. Our great- 
est victory came in the following year 
when the Braves waged a war with 
Columbia City, to return with a 57 
to 7 victory. Last year’s team had 
less points secored against them than 
any previous North Side team.

North Side basketball teams. Let us 
once again look at those foundational 
successes of the Red and White, then 
it might be we can realize how North 
Side quintets have attained such wide- 
spread fame as superlative players 
and “sportsmen.” 

As you should know, the high school 
which adopted the Redskin as their 
emblem and the Red and White as 
their colors, began its operation in 
1927. Athletics at first were of minor 
importance, as organization and ac- 
quainting the students with the school 
and with each other were essentially 
predominating; but as time went on, 
so the development of athletics went 
on, and comparative increase of the 
ability of North Side athletic teams 
went on. 

Let’s pick up the trail of the Red- 
skins in 1930, while the “Alma Mater” 
was yet young. By this time the Reds 
had developed into an able yet inex- 
perienced group. South Side, Colum- 
bia City, and several others fell be- 
neath the attack of the Redskins dur- 
ing the season, while in the Sectional 
Tournament, the boys went as far as 
the finals, but were unable to capture 
first place honors in the tournament. 

By 1931 the Redskins had developed 
into a very strong team, and many 
teams fell before them in defeat, in- 
cluding Central and South Side, the 
two local opponents. Thus the Red 
and White started on their victorious 
path, capturing the City Champion- 
ship for 1931. 

Then in 1932 they won off and on 
and lost several in a row, but alto- 
gether they had a very successful sea- 
son. They were defeated in the second 
round of the Sectional Tournament by 
that certain team which was a bit 
more experienced and had more ability. 

In 1933 the Redskins had the most 
successful season in their history. They 
started out with what we may call a

“bang,” defeating Masonic Home and 
Central by considerable margins and 
breaking even with South Side, win- 
ning one by three points and losing 
the other by two points. They went 
on to capture the City Championship 
for 1933, and then they went into the 
Sectional Tournament, strong favorites 
to win. The expectations were fulfilled, 
and North Side emerged victorious. 

They displayed the best style of 
“ball playing” that has ever been dis- 
played by any past team from “The 
Northern School.” 

Then on they went! They traveled 
to Indianapolis and defeated Beaver 
Dam in their first game and Muncie 
in their second, in the hardest battle 
of the entire tournament. Thus, they 
reached the semi-final round of the 
state basketball tournament. In the 
semi-finals North Side played against 
the strong Martinsville quintet, which 
later won the state championship, and 
the Redskins, true to their tradition, 
displayed a determination to win. Due 
to the fact that the Reds were so tired 
out (so we figure it) they fell short 
in their great attempt to defeat the 
Martinsville boys. 

Last year, 1934, the Redskins had a 
fairly successful season, but failed to 
do anything outstanding in the sec- 
tional tourney, being eliminated in 
the second round. 

This year, with several veteran play- 
ers back on our squad, we are looking 
forward to a very successful season 
on the hardwood.

Reporter Reveals Interesting 
Facts of Charles & Lutton 


This reporter encountered what she considers one of the most 
cheerful and pleasant persons she has met in many, many moons 
in Charles E. Lutton, who came from Chicago to aid William Sur 


in directing “Pinafore.” The smile 
which stretched (this is a very, very 
slight exaggeration) from ear to ear 
couldn’t even be erased by the’insane 
questions asked him by yours truly. 


Mr. Lutton’s hobby is acting in and 
directing operettas. For the last three 
years Mr. Lutton has played the part 
of Dick Deadeye, the villain, in “Pina- 
fore.” He just finished a four weeks’ 
engagement in Chicago as the Duke 
of Plazatora in the “Gondoliers,” also 
a Gilbert and Sullivan operetta. Al- 
together, he has had roles in eight of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan works. He 
stated that they really are his favorite 
form of entertainment because of their 
eharming music which the French 
criticize as being too good for the stor- 
jes connected with it, and because of 
their excellent satire. 


In connection with the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operetta being presented here 
this afternoon and evening, Mr. Lut- 
























ton said that while other operettas 





will always be the outstanding produc- 
tions of their class, Gilbert alone and 
Sullivan alone did not attain the 
heights reached during their years of 
collaboration. Gilbert was a lawyer, 
but far from a success, but he could 
write, and his “Bab Ballads” first 
published in “Fun,” British periodical, 
sent him on his way to success. Sulli- 
van, however, was considered as the 
greatest living British composer in 
his day, but he will be remembered 
longest for his charming music set to 
the humorous and catchy Gilbert 
poems. “The Lost Chord” and that 
grand old hymn, “Onward Christian 
Soldiers” are about the only composi- 
tions of Sir Arthur Sullivan which 
still survive the onslaughts of time, 
at least to those who do not have a 
thorough knowledge of music. 
Acknowledged as the best known 
man in his line of business, that of 
managing the music teacher’s depart- 
ment of a teachers’ placement bureau, 


by other writers will die, these oper- 
ettas, “Pinafore,” “Mikado,” “The 
Gondoliers,” “The Pirates of Penz- 
ance,” all written by those prominent 
Englishmen of Queen Victoria’s day, 
will be immortal because they do not

Twelve short stories by twelve well- 
known present day authors are to be 
found in Aces. Old Man Minich by 
Edna Ferber is a character sketch of 
an old man whose wife had died and 
who had himself been forced to go to 
live with his son and daughter-in-law.

Zona Gale’s Exit Charity is a typical 
Zona Gale story.

Class Schedules 


To Be Made By 
Students Today 


Rules Given By Mr. North- 
rop Which Must Be Fol- 
lowed in Making 
Out Schedules 


Office Will Follow Programs 
As Closely As 
Possible 


Students are to make out their 
class schedules today. The office will 
follow the programs as closely as pos- 
sible; but, of course, some exceptions 
will have to be made. 

About making out programs Mr, 
Northrop says, “Write in the proper 
places the subjects you are taking this 
semester, followed by your mid-sem- 
ester grades; then in the proper place 
put the subjects elected for next sem- 
ester. The schedule of classes as pub- 
lished last week has been checked 
over as to eliminate conflicts. There 
may still be a few, but in most cases 
these conflicts can be overcome by 
changing your elections slightly and 
substituting a subject you intend to 
take later. Be sure your elections 
are in the course you are taking. 

“Juniors and seniors will not be 
permitted to take freshman subjects 
unless they get special permission. 

“The following subjects may be 
taken for one semester for credit: 
English 5 and 6; public speaking 1 
and 2; journalism; geometry 3; alge- 
bra 3; trigonometry; commercial 
geography; home economics 3, 4, 5, 
and 6; industrial arts 3 and 4; junior 
and senior Latin and French; sopho- 
more, junior, and senior art; health 
and music appreciation. 

“On your election blanks place sub- 
jects in the following order: English, 
public speaking, journalism, mathe- 
matics, history and social science, 
language, science, commerce, indus- 
trial arts, home economics, art, music, 
and physical education. 

“Students electing industrial arts 
should des.gnate whether they wish 
to take wood or metal. 

“A pupil who fails twice in any 
semester’s work in an elective sub- 
ject will not be permitted to take 
that subject again. 

“All freshmen and sophomores are 
required to take physical education. 

“All 10A’s must elect health unless 
the program of studies for junior and 
senior years is so arranged that this 
is to be taken later. Home economics 
5 or two years of physical education 
may be substituted for health. 

“If you wish to take chorus, or- 
chestra, band, swimming, etc., be sure 
to elect it. 

“No freshmen or sophomores will 
be allowed to take five subjects. Jun- 
iors with an average of “B” may be 
allowed to take five subjects with the 
permission of the principal. Seniors 
may take five subjects only in case of 
necessity.

The build- 
ings are equipped in the most modern 
manner, and recently an electric milk-| 
ing machine has been installed to aid 
the boys and teach them the use of 
this and other dairy equipment. 

Those enrolled in the orphan’s home 
live there until they finish their high 
school work, after which they are out 
on their own. A varied course is of- 
fered so that each one is given the 
opportunity to choose his own course.

Her chief interest on this trip was 
England, and she spent more time 
here. She found this country very in- 
teresting, especially the city of Lon- 
don. Here she did the most interest- 
ing thing on her whole trip in visiting 
the St. Paul’s Cathedral. Her grand- 
father was a squiremaster at this 
cathedral at one time. 

In another of her travels she visited 
South America. She visited most of 
the coast cities, but did not go into 
the interior. She found Buenos Aires 
and Rio De Janerio the most interest- 
ing of the cities. She related that most 
of the people in South America outside 
of Brazil, speak Spanish. In Brazil 
the people speak the Portuguese lan- 
guage. 

Miss Storr also traveled extensive- 
ly in the United States and in Canada. 
She found the Rocky Mountains the

A Needed Knowledge 

Perhaps no repeated phrase on the radio has 
the thrill that is brought about by the stirring 
sentence “Time marches on.’’ And never before 
has civilization so realized the truth of this 
thought, for “Time marches on” and we, as na- 
tions, states, cities, communities, and individuals 
are rivaling its pace; our progress, at its present 
rate, is defying the law of time. In the last fifty 
years more theories were put under the heading 
of the truth, and the limits of human capability 
and resourcefulness were extended farther, than 
in all the years since the fall of Rome. Science 
has beyond doubt pushed the farthest ahead with 
industry, its practical conception, a close second. 
Literature and the fine arts have continually 
gained strength from the works of masters such 
as the world before found only in rare genius. 

But what of the all-important social science 
and governmental sciences? Now as ever before, 
they lie stagnated by the eternal fear every man 
has of meddling with the complexities of human 
society and the orthodox, though largely incor- 
rect, principals of government. This unbalanced 
progress shall lead only to the destruction of 
every organization based on human relationships. 
The World War was a definite example in which 
scientific knowledge in the hands of criminals 
surpassed that of social and governmental rela- 
tions nearly destroying a large part of the nations 
involved. 

Knowledge of social and governmental sciences 
is imperative. 


And Sugar-Coated Too! 

Like the public speaking course offered here at 
North Side, the course in debating, too, is a val- 
uable one. With the investment of some work 
and a little time, the profits to be gained from a 
course of debate are practically unlimited. Like 
the far-famed geometry, debating is a logical 
subject. It tends toward development of logic 
in the student. With any competition at all, the 
winning of a debate demands a powerful argu- 
ment, well developed. Logic is definitely involved 
in both good argument and good development. 

Debating, all those who have ever thoughtful- 
ly witnessed a debate know, calls for quick, keen, 
accurate thinking. Debating does something 
that few other subjects contained on the high 
school curriculum does do. That is the teaching 
of original, independent thinking. An admirable 
thing in debate is that very thing. In debate less 
time is spent glutting the memory with useless 
facts that in short time will be entirely forgotten; 
less time is spent putting authors of books on 
pedestals, then memorizing their opinions and 
thought; less time is spent forgetting that the 
student does have a brain of his own, originally 
intended to be used; less time is spent forgetting 
that above everything should come an effort to 
teach this brain how to think. 

This one accomplishment of debate, that of 
teaching, encouraging independent thought, 
would alone be sufficient to justify its being 
placed on the school curriculum as a compulsory 
subject. However, debating has other attractive 
qualities. The encouragement of good judgment, 
peesion, mental alertness, leadership, are among 
these. 

Long lists of good qualities often arouse the 
suspicion of students. They assume that as too 
much personal virtue is dislikable, the subject 
described is also dull and dislikable. They are 
surely wrong in this case. There is pure, un- 
adulterated enjoyment to be gained from a course 
in debating. All in one, then, we have something 
you ought to take because it’s good for you, and 
over it a heavy layer of sugar-coating. All these 
things concerning the value of debate should be 
taken into full consideration by every student 
when the time comes to make out election blanks 
for next semester.

Help Fight Tuberculosis 


By Betty Erick 


The Christmas Seal had its inception in Denmark in 1903, through the 
efforts of an obscure postal clerk. He thought since all the Christmas letters 
and packages carried government stamps and Merry Christmas stamps, they 
might as well carry a much-needed gift to the sick in the form of a tuber- 
culosis stamp. He interested influential officials in the idea and thus the 
tuberculosis seal had its beginning. 

In 1907, an American, a prominent social service leader, received a letter 
from his mother in Denmark on which was one of these gay little seals. He 
procured the story of its use and wrote an article in “Outlook.” Out of the 
thousands of readers of this magazine, Miss Emily Bissell of Delaware,, a 
member of the National Body, the American Red Cross, thought of applying 
the Christmas Seal idea in the United States. This great social worker took 
her problem to the Delaware Red Cross, which interested the National Asso- 
ciation. The Red Cross sponsored the sale of Christmas Seals, using the 
ins:gnia of the Red Cross on its stamps for ten years, at the end of which 
time the National Tuberculosis Association was able to stand alone. In 1920, 
the Christmas Seals bore for the first time the emblem of this Association. 

Christmas Seals not only have raised dollars for relief of active cases 
of tuberculosis but also have been the means of establishing new organiza- 
tions for educational and preventive work which it is hoped will in time| 
eradicate the white plague entirely. Every inhabitant of the community bene- 
fits from the Christmas Seal sale. More than 600 hospitals and sanatoriums 
have been established in the United States. Approximately 1,000 open air 
schools are in operation; 11,152 public health nurses are working in homes, 
schools, ete. 

In addition to all these benefits, institutions such as free clinics and 
health libraries that have sprung up as a result of the actual work made 
possible by the sale of seals are valued at $175,000,000. The death rate has 
been cut in half in the last twenty years. Much credit for these accomplish-

American Education Week 
Held In All Sections 
Of Country 





America spends twice as much mon- 
ey annually for soft drinks, radios, to- 
bacco, and automobiles as it does for 
education, according to a recent study 
made by Joseph Miller, Jr., secretary 
of the New York City Board of Edu- 
cation and president of the National 
Association of Public School Officials. 

Mr. Miller has just completed a 
thorough study of the average amount 
spent for public schools in the United 
States. His study, which was made 
‘or the National Schoolmart and Na- 
tional Schoolview, reveals that the na- 
tion spends $4,000,000,000 annually for 
luxuries, while it spends only $2,250,- 
000,000 for its public schools. 

Theaverage amount spent per year 
for publie school eduaction was given 
by Mr. Miller as $86.69. 

“When we consider the paltry sum 
we spend for education it is no wonder 
we are face to face today with one of 
the gravest national problems,” Mr. 
Miller said. “We have approximately 
3,000,000 boys and girls of school age 
who are neither in school nor have 
jobs.”

Financing Schools 
Is Responsibility 


National Conference An- 
nounces Program Essen- 
tial To Good Culture 


That the financing of the country’s 
schools is a matter of paramount con- 
cern is the assertion of the National 
Conference on the financing of educa- 
tion which met last year in connection 
with American Education Week. They 
adopted a program which they believe 
is essential to good education and a 
high plane of American culture. 

The program recognizes the right of 
anyone, regardless of residence, race, 
or economic status, to an adequate edu- 
cation and states that educational op- 
portunities for every child and adult 
should be the obligation of local, state, 
and national government. A competent 
faculty should be maintained at all 
times so that effective teaching may be 
had. Taxation for the support of the 
schools should be justly shared by the 
public by an efficient tax system. Re- 
ports should be made to the public 
that a better understanding may be 
had of the actions of the school board. 
The school board should be composed 
of fair, independent members who are 
responsive to the will of the people 
and free to adopt and carry out good 
policies for the system’s betterment. 

It is the responsibility of the local 
management to be capable of such 
services. It is the responsibility of 
the state administration to furnish 
sufficient financial support to carry 
out the program. A planned budget 
is necessary to provide the correct | 
finances. It is the duty of the federal 
government to restore to people de- 
prived of education by emergency con-

School Activities 
Alter With Times 


Demands Have So Increased 
As To Make Changes 
Necessary 








_ The demands upon the schools have 
increased so much that if education is 
not adjusted to new conditions, the 
young people are handicapped as they 
attempt to take their places in the 
world of practical everyday life. Let 
each teacher and each layman compare 
the conditions which surrounded his 
own childhood with those which sur- 
round the children of today and con- 
sider the educational significance of 
this changed environment. 

New types of school activity are re- 
quired to meet the demands of the 
child’s growth and development under 
these changed conditions. 

Some contrasts of conditions during 
the time of the school of three R’s and 
during the time of our modern schools 
are that the majority of people lived 
on farms and in villages, while today 
the majority live in cities. Few fam- 
ilies were without children; 5.9 per- 
sons constituted each family. Today, 
31 percent of families are without 
Rater 3.57 persons form each fam- 
ily. 

In the time of the three-R schools, 
children were an economic asset, do- 
mestic industry existed in the home, 
the family was taught ideas, ideals, 
and aspirations, and religious observ- 
ances in majority of homes. Today 
children are considered an economic 
burden instead of an asset. One in 
seven home-workers are gainfully em- 
ployed outside of the home. 

Ideas, ideals, and aspirations in- 
creasingiy depend on outside agencies. 
Home worship is declining. These are 
only a few of the many contrasts of 
the conditions of long ago and today, 
but they help to illustrate the point 
that since there are so many changes 
in the practical world of today. educa- 
tion must be adjusted to these changed 
conditions, so as to fit our young peo- 
ple in taking their places in the world 
of everyday life.

window of the King’s palace in De- 
brovnik Yugoslavia gazing into the 
Red Cross headquarters. 

The King’s palace! The doors and 
windows being locked, Mrs, Hamilton 
could do nothing more than peer, gaze, 
and absorb the sights. This is what 
she saw. Three long tables were cov- 
ered with spotless white covers and 
set in snow white table-ware. On each 
cup, plate, and napkin was stamped a 
red cross emblem. Three vases filled 
with beautiful wild flowens pictur- 
esquely adorned the table. On the wali 
hung a huge picture of Peter, now 
king of their land and present presi- 
dent of the Junior Red Cross. 


This set-up was, and is used daily 
to serve undernourished and needy 
children who dwell within the huge 
walls, the remaining relic which re- 
fused to yield to the brutal attacks of 
the Turks in the Middle Ages, that 
surrounds the city.

The first high school, a small wood- 
en structure, was founded in 1635 at 
Boston and derived its name from 
that city, being called the Boston Latin 
School.

Even at such an early period, the 
Boston Latin School boasted a school 
paper. George Santayana, noted phil- 
osopher, poet, and author, was the 
first editor of the ‘Latin School Reg- 
ister.” 

Limited as the work was, and al- 
most wholly devoid of any activities 
other than study, the students who at- 
tended the old Latin school were nev- 
ertheless trained in the fundamentats 
and taught to think straight. 

But that was 1635! At the present 
time, about five million boys and girls 
in twenty thousand schools are now

84,000 teachers throughout the United 
States who taught for less than $450 
a year. 

Maryland, with a land area of about 
10,000 square miles, has only 24 school 
districts. Connecticut, with half of 
Maryland’s area, has seven times as 
many school units. Utah, with 82,- 
000 square miles of territory, oper- 
ates only 40 school tax units; its 
neighbor, Wyoming, with but little 
more area, has ten times as many 
school districts. Louisiana has only 
66 school districts; Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, less than 650 _ percent 
larger in area, have, respectively, 49 
and 75 times as many school dis- 
tricts as Lousiana.

The essay on which he received hon- 
orable mention is as follows: 
1776—Sinee the stalwart Pilgrim 
Fathers had arrived upon. the barrer 
New England shore, there had passed 
one hundred fifty-six years of British 
rule over the rapidly developing young 
nation. The third meeting of the col 
onial Congress was called in 1776 
and Thomas Jefferson drew up the 
“Declaration of Independence”, signed 
by distinguished American citizens 
which effected complete separation 
from the mother country. 
1787—After 1776, the central gov 
ernment of the United States was 
weak because of lack of unity between 
colonies. The need for national solid 
arity grew imperative, and a constitu- 
tional convention was called in 1787 
which formulated the basis of the 
present Constitution of the United 
States. This united the new country 
and established its government on 2 
drm and enduring foundation. Chief 
yf the national builders was George 
Washington, Father of his Country. 
1803—Even before the turn of the 
century, the tide of westward move- 
ment became so prominent as to signal 
vast expansion. In answer to the call 
for new lands to settle and to develop 
the government of the United States 
effected the purchase of the Louisiana 
Territory from France in 1803. 
1819—Florida had long been the 
home of outlaws of all races who pil- 
laged the southern states continually 
These desperadoes General Jackson 
subdued completely with energetic 
measures; and the Spanish govern 
ment, finding that these troubles would 
likely break out again very soon, sold 
the entire territory to the United 
States for five million dollars. 
1846 — Explorers were reporting 
marvelous tales of the Oregon coun 
try, which the British desired for its 
potential wealth. Congress encour 
aged a settlement of Americans there 
to preserve the authority of the Uni 
ted States. The immigrants gained sc 
strong a hold that the United States 
and Great Britain made a treaty by 
which the United States received the 
territory between the parallels of 42 
and 49. 
1848—Texas had now been admitted 
as a state, but the western boundary 
was a matter of dispute. This led tc 
a short war between the United States 
and Mexico in which the United States 
won every battle. By*a later treaty 
Mexico ceded the territory of Cali- 
fornia and New Mexico to the United 
States and granted the undisputed 
possession of Texas. 
1850—California was asking admis- 
sion as a free state. One party strong: 
ly favored this; another strongly op- 
posed it. To prevent the dissolution 
of the Union, Congress adopted the 
Clay compromise, that California be 
admitted as a free state, that the 
remaining territory exercise option 
and that all runaway slaves found ir 
the North be arrested and returned i 
their masters without trial. 
1867—National unity to endure for- 
ever was established by Abraham iLn- 
coln. Then attention was directed to 
the expansion of the United States 
For this purpose, Congress was per- 
suaded to purchase the territory of 
Alaska from Russia for $7,200,000. 
By virtue of its abundant natural re- 
sources the Alaskan territory soon 
paid for itself, and has become a most 
valuable possession. 
1904—After many brave attempts tc 
ocnstruct a gateway between the At 
lantic and Pacific oceans through the 
Isthmus of Panama, the French re- 
leased the project to the United States. 
Solving in ten heroie years the most 
difficult problems, the Americans in 
1904 completed the Panama Canal. It 
will stand not only as the world’s most 
important thoroughfare but also as 
a monument to medical science and 
American engineering skill.

Vacation Is Not a “Snap” 
For, Our Janitor Force 


The students will be greatly relieved tomorrow when their 
vacation starts, but for the janitors and janitresses the hard work 
is just beginning. There will be no vacation for these men and 


women, because when the students are 
yut of the building, the janitors must 
clean everything; circumstances being 
opportune for the purpose. 

One cannot comprehend the amount 
of work to be done until he or she con- 
siders the actual figures involved. One 
of the most important projects to be 
undertaken will be the washing of the 
windows. There are over a thousand 
windows in the building, and each 
window contains two panes. Each 
pane has two surfaces, bringing. the 
total number of surfaces to four thou- 
sand. The average window pane has 
ten square feet of surface on each side. 
Thus, the janitors and janitresses 
must wash 40,000 square feet of win- 
dow glass during the coming vacation. 

Another big job is the scrubbing of 
the floors in the halls. Only when one 
considers the amount of dirt and foot- 
prints to be washed up, can one con- 
ceive the amount of work involved in 
this job. We will take up the number 
of dirty footprints made first. 

There are 1,400 pupils in the school 
and each pupil has two feet (we hope). 
Between classes every student passes 
from class to class. There are seven 





of such intermissions, but we must 
also allow for walking to our home 
room in the morning and out of the 
building at night, bringing the total 
number to nine, The average person 
takes approximately 75 steps in walk- 
ing to classes. Now, if 1,400 pupils 
take 75 steps in the halls nine times a 
day, there are close to 1,000,000 foot- 
prints made in the halls every day 
for the janitors to wash up. We will 
not take the teachers into considera- 
tion in these figures, because we be- 
lieve that all of the teachers wipe their 
feet before entering the building. 

Of course, washing the windows and 
scrubbing the floors are not the only 
big jobs. There are many other im- 
portant things to be done such as 
scrubbing and waxing the floors in the 
rooms, cleaning the seats in the big 
gymnasium, cleaning and tightening 
down all of the chairs in the class- 
rooms, and many other minor jobs. 

As you can see, a janitor’s life is not 
to be envied by the students, when 
you-think of his work. I think that all 
|of the students appreciate the work 
being done by the janitors and jani- 
tresses.

Northerner Has Shown Much Improvement Since 1927 





Don Moorhead 


Only an inspection of the Northern- 
er files can reveal what tremendous 
changes the paper has undergone since 
the date of its first publication, Sep- 
tember 28, 1927. 

During the first year it was issued 
no files were kept of the Northerner, 
However, with her installation as fac- 
ulty adviser, Miss Rowena Harvey 
immediately put out a general call for 
any back issues of the paper. No copy 
of the very first Northerner was ever 
procured, and only one precious sec- 
ond issue. Thus, our present files lack 
the initial issue and begin with what 
is really the second issue, which is 
dated October 5, 1927. 

The general appearance of this 
early paper is very unlike a 1934 
model. Some difference can be ac- 
counted for because of the aging of 
the paper; however, the difference in 
headline schedule and general make-up 
produce the really outstanding varia 
tions. 

Make-up of the editorial page was 
especially unlike the present make-up. 
Advertisements were scattered rather 
freely about on the page, and one full 
column to the right was occupied by 
advertisements. Editorials, too, were 
placed at the top and were followed,

for the first few issues at least, by 
little aphorisms and maxims which 
served as editorial shorts. The whole 
column of éditorials and shorts was 
arranged and balanced so as to leave 
heavy material at the top, and lighter 
material gradually descending to the 
bottom of the page, shortest pieces 
last, resulting in a type of make-up 
directly opposite to that used in the 
current Northerner. Humor in the 
early issues was supplied by a joke 
column, “Cracks on the Board Walk,” 
later changed and reused unger title 
of “Cracks Along the Bored Walk.” 

The staff listed for the first few 
early issues numbered but twelve, with 
Lorena Fann acting as editor-in-chief, 
and with Mercedes Janet Hurst as 
faculty adviser. Later a list of ap- 
proximately thirty reporters was ad- 
ded to the masthead. 

Attending the annual press conven- 
tion at Franklin, Indiana, has become 
a regular and looked-for occasion to ap- 
proximately twelve Northerner mem- 
bers each year. Back in ’27, the North- 
erner was first represented at Frank- 
lin by two delegates, John McMeen 
and Helene Grummons. 

“Redskins Snowed Under by Froe-

issue. Almost unbelievable, isn’t it? 
But then, it was North Side’s very 
first football game, and, besides, Froe- 
} bel turned out to be state champs that 
year. 

Something to be regretted is that 
there are no 1927 Legends preserved 
for us to see. According to an article 
in the, Northerner, our first Legend 
was in the form of a memory book. It 
included fifty pages of white loose- 
leaf paper and brilliant red covers 
held together with red and white rib- 
bon. Different clubs and classes were 
allowed to publish separate issues of 
the Northerner so there was enough 
material to fill the annuals. A prize 
of ten dollars was awarded to the 
student who got the most material in 
his annual and had it most cleverly 
arranged. 

Gradual improvement was noted in 
the editorial page. Personal essays by 
students were occasionally included. 
One major fault was to be found which 
is still to be found in many school 
papers—there was entirely too much 
valuable space taken up by jokes cop- 
ied from magazines. One good point 
in any newspaper, which we now lack, 
was the appearance of a cartoon prac- 
tically every week, which was done

On December 21, 1927, was pub- 
lished the first special edition of the 
Northerner—a Christmas issue, The 
four pages of this paper were taken 
up mostly by ads with remaining space 
filled with jokes. Almost one half the 
first page was taken up by a drawing 
of Mr. Northrop by Harold Cox, again. 

The second semester Ray Alter and 
Margaret Umbach were selected az 
associate editors to head a staff of 
about twenty-five members. During 
this semester a column which we find 


today on our editorial page—‘Pro 
files’—.was added. Another feature 
which we still retain, “With the

Aid Progress 


Speakers Point Out That 
World Is Making Rapid 
Changes 


(A Radio Dialog) 

William T. Foster, Director, Pollak 
Foundation for Economic Research, 
Newton, Mass. 

Henry I. Harriman, President, United 
States Chamber of Commerce, Bos- 
ton, Mass. 

Mr. Harriman: One fact that seems 
to me more striking than any other, 
in its bearing on plans for education, 
is the rapidly changing world in which 
we live. Almost every day we are 
startled anew by the rapidity with 
which changes are taking place in 
technology, transportation, finance, 
industry, government, in fact all 
those institutions to which the schools 
must adapt themselves if they are to 
keep abreast of progress, to say noth- 
ing of leading progress. In the days 
of our grandmothers, the one-horse 
“shay” that was good enough for the 
wedding journey was good enough for 
life. 

Mr. Foster: But the “amazing, 
spectacular, revolutionary” automo- 
bile of this year will be commonplace 
by next year and on the scrap heap 
within a decade. 

Mr. Harriman: That is typical of 
our age. The public schools must be 
enabled to take fully into account this 
accelerating rate of change, or they 
must of necessity lag behind the age 
instead of leading it. 

Mr. Foster: The danger is real. 
But school teachers, I think, resist 
change less stubbornly than other pro- 
fessions, Teachers have the daily con- 
tact with youth—and youth is nothing 
if not adventurous, open-minded, 
ready to take a chance. 

Mr. Harriman: My point is that 
if today’s school children are to do 
their part in the different social or- 
der that is coming tomorrow, the 
school must be allowed by its support- 
ers to make changes quickly in spe- 
cific aims and methods. 

Mr. Foster: The schools are pre- 
paring. The National Education As- 
sociation, aided by its Department of 
Superintendence, has created the 
Joint Commission on the Emergency 
in Education which is doing exactly 
what you have in mind. It is as- 
sembling the best ideas the country 
affords on the problem of adapting 
the schools to the changed world. 

Mr, Harriman: We must remember 
that we are living in a rapidly chang- 
ing world. New inventions are in- 
creasing our potential man-hour out- 
put more rapidly than ever. In cer- 
tain vocations, the demand for work- 
ers is falling off and will continue to 
fall off. But new industries are about 
to be born. Schools. should endeavor 
to plan for a kaleidoscopic business 
world. 

Another result of technical advance 
and scientific management is that 
there are few factory jobs that can- 
not be taught in the factory in less 
than a month. The factory is well- 
equipped to teach its workers how to 
do any job precisely the way it is be- 
ing done today. But it will not be 
done that way tomorrow. Conse- 
quently, the greatest need of the 
boys and girls who are entering 
school today is not to know precisely 
how things are being done, at this 
moment, in factories, mines, offices, 
banks, mills and stores, but to get 
alertness, adaptability, in short, the 
ability to meet new situations in new 


ways. And this is the very function 
which the school, above all other 
agencies, is able to perform. This 


means, of course, that there is great- 
er need than ever of a liberal educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Foster: And need, too, of a 
more liberal definition of the word 


liberal. 

Mr. Harriman: Yes, If we fail, 
we shall probably drift into some 
form of autocracy. To preserve 


democracy we need a broad education, 
broadly spread. 

Mr. Foster; What business men 
often fail to see, as clearly as teach- 
ers see it, is that a liberal education 
takes time. A baseball pitcher ripens 
early, but a Supreme Court Justice 
is a rather mature product.

Finest Ever Done at N. S.

With the strains of “For he is an Englishman” ringing in our 
ears, those who attended the performance of “H. M. S. Pinafore” 
left feeling that the North Side music department had really pre- 


sented the finest and most enjoyable 
entertainment it has ever done. Mr. 
William R. Sur, who directed the op- 
aretta, deserves the praise for the fin- 
shed performance given because the 
nspiration which this beloved music 
teacher gives the pupils who come in 
zontact with him want to do their best. 
I can think of no better example of 
the leadership of this man than to 
zompare him with Napoleon who, also 
small and quiet inspired many men to 
do or die for him! It’s just about 
reached that stage at North Side that 
Whenever Mr. Sur requests anything, 
the students jump, not because he 
forces them or because he threatens 
them but because they like and admire 
him so much! 

Franklin Peddie in the role of Sir 
Joseph Porter, K. C. B. quite consis- 
tently outshone the other actors with 
his excellent performance of the 
haughty and overbearing first admiral 
of the Queen’s navy. He just put 
enough too much dignity in his char- 
acterization of Sir Joseph to make him 
appear thoroughly ridiculous, The 
thing I like about Franklin’s acting is 
his versatility and also his ability to 
enter into the sprit of the part he is 
taking, completely forgetting himself, 
or at least appearing to. From a role 
as a small town hick sitting on a river 
bank with the nearest branch used as 
a fishing pole, chawing “tobaccy” for 
all he was worth but otherwise so lazy 
he couldn’t even knock the flies off, 
to that of Sir Joseph Porter, K. C. B. 
is quite a jump, but Franklin did both 
wonderfully. 

Chills run up and down my spine 
every time I think of that horrible. 
horrible, Dick Deadeye in his absoluta 
ly gruesome makeup with that awful 
eye, the bluish cast of his skin and his 
hunched back! Bill Benninghoff did 
a marvelous piece of acting as the vil- 
lain and not only in his more sinister 
moment when confiding the plot to 
elope to the captain but also when he 
did that absolutely crazy dance when 
he looked like some horrible monster 
let loose on the stage, but which was 
also quite amusing. He had the most 
dificult part to play because it was 
so thoroughly fiction and so much out 
of character. Charles Lutton, here 
last week, said that Bill needed littie 
coaching because he had his part so 
well. 

Little Buttercup, played by Touiée 
Countryman, was good, but I wish her 
voice had’ been stronger. Isat in*the 
center of the senior section and I could 
not distinguish everything she said. I 
feel sure that those farther back could 
not hear her. I particularly like Lou’s 
walk because she looks like somebody 
had put her on wheels and she was 
just sort of rolling across the stage. 
But the worst break of the whole per- 
formance was made in the afternoon 
when Little Buttercup read the Cap- 
tain’s palm with his hand covered with 
a glove.| After all I don’t think she 
had X-ray eyes! In the evening that 
break was remedied by pulling down 
the glove over the Captain’s fingers. 

This young woman had the awful! 
est impulse to take a pin and go up 
and stick Ed Rosenthal when he was 
standing there as Captain Corcoran 
looking more like an image of stone 
than anything else and see if he would 
jump and prove that he was alive. He 
certainly was “aloff!” His singing was 
very good and his part was well acted, 
except for the aforementioned break. 

Faye Shiffer as the sweet, but un- 
fortunately in love with the wrong 
man, Josephine, the Captain’s daugh- 
ter was splendid. Although she had 
a comparatively small part to play, 
it was done very well. 

The “stuck up” Hebe, Sir Joseph’s 
first cousin, played by Marie Wur- 
tenberger, was certainly “stuck up.” 
If she hadn’t strained her voice so 
when singing “and do his sisters, and 
his cousins, and his aunts,” she would 
have been almost perfect. 

We propose that Harry Smenner be 
given a more important part, propor 
tionately, in next year’s operetta, an- 
other Gilbert and Sullivan, the popu- 
lar “Mikado,” He was fine as the 
Boatswain of the Pinafore and the 
way he put across that makes me be- 
lieve that he could handle a much more 


difficult part.

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Raymond Bixby as Ralph Rack- 
straw, the common sailor who became 
a Captain, was good, but it just wasn’t 
hisetype of part. Ray should be re- 
stricted to playing light comedy roles 
and collegiate parts and similar ones. 
His melodramatic “farewells” just 
didn’t click, but his singing was very 
good. As I said before, I just hope 
that Ray sticks to his own type of act- 
ing and doesn’t go in for anymore 
“heavy” parts. 

The choruses for this operetta were 
the best trained of any others North 
Side has ever had. When Mr. Lutton 
heard the girls’ chorus singing “Over 
the Bright Blue Sea” he said that he 
thought that it was done the best that 
he had ever heard it done. 

The sailors’ hornpipe was good, but 
I didn’t like the way the girls cam? 
dancing onto the stage like ballet dane- 
ers.. Norma Rae Woolever and Betty 
Barth in their solo dance were excel- 
lent as usual. 

As I said before Franklin Peddie 
is versatile and another proof of this 
is that not content with having the 
lead in the operetta, he also worked 
out the charming lighting effects and 
sets. Tourist Thompson, manual train- 
ing teacher at North Side, and some 
of his students made the ship’s wheel 
seen on top of one of the cabins. The 
sets were constructed by the stage 
crew consisting of Noble Schlatter 
Kenneth Landon, Robert Noll, and 
Robert Dull, Warren Miller, and John 
Dolan.

Director of American Coun- 
cil on Education Tells How 
To Keep Pupils in School 





Three million young men and young 
women in the age group from 18 to 
20 alone are out of school and out of 
work. 

The present high school enrollment 
of more than 5,000,000 is but slightly 
more than one-half of the total popu- 
lation of high school age. 

In 1920 only 43 percent of 17-18 
year olds were in school; in 1930 this 
had increased to 57 percent and in 
1934 to about 62 percent. 

The number of courses offered in 35 
high schools over a period of 25 years 
increased 500 percent. 

I am convinced that the American 
high school ends altogether too soon 
to give adequate opportunity for boys 
and girls who do not wish to go to 
college to choose and prepare for life’s 
responsibilities and opportunities. 

As I see it, there can be but one 
answer for the public schools to give 
to this problem. There must be an 
extension of the secondary school 
period of training for at least two 
years and a concentration of facili- 
ties in larger school units which will 
make it both feasible and fashion- 
able for young men and young 
women who do not wish collegiate 
training to prepare themselves in a 
wide range of cultural, social intelli- 
gence, and vocational work suited to 
their interests and the needs of the 
communities in which they live,

Will Present 
Badge Show 


Purpose of Third Annual 
Exhibit Is To Show Great 
Variety of Projects 


Thirty-eight Merit Booths 
‘To Display Wares 
Of Boys : 


Thirty-eight Boy Scout troops of 
the Anthony Wayne Council of Boy 
Scouts of America will present a 
Merit Badge Show at the Fort Wayne 
Armory on North Clinton Street on 
Friday evening, Saturday afternoon 
and Saturday evening, December 7 
and 8. Each Scout troop will display 
a certain Merit Badge subject in a 
small booth deligated to that subject. 
The purpose of the show is to present 
to the general publ.c the great va- 
riety of projects which scouting gives 
in the Merit Badge field. Second Class 
Scouts may pass five Merit Badges 
out of a list of thirty, and First Class 
Scouts are eligible to all Merit Badges 
in the entire list which consists of well 
over a hundred subjects. 

Several special features will be of- 
fered during each pe-formance of the 
show. These will include radio broad- 
casting, first aid demonstrations, sig- 
nalling projects, and electrical and 
chemical experiments. Mr. L. L. 
Hotchkiss, Area Scout Executive, who 
is in general charge of all arrange- 
ments, has been assisted by Leroy 
Lane, field executive. 

This exposition is the third annual 
Merit Badge Show to be held at the 
Fort Wayne Armory. Each year the 
presentation has been increased with 
new subjects as more troops have been 
added to the area.

B U Y In 1903, Einar 


Holboell, a Danish 
CHRISTMAS postal clerk, inter- 
SEALS ested his govern- 


ment in the idea of 
a sale of stamps at 
Christmas time in 
order to furnish 
money for a hospital 
for tubercular chil- 
dren. In 1907, a 
story about the 
Danish seal written 
by Jacob’ Riis ap- 

FIGHT peared in the maga- 
TUBERCULOSIS zine “Outlook.” Miss 
Emily P. Bissel, of Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, reading this, promptly adopted 
the idea and raised $3,000 for a small 
tuberculosis hospital. 

From then on the Christmas Seal 
rapidly became a nation-wide enter- 
prise, and since 1910 has been under 
the management of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association. Since 1919, 
the seal, besides having an attractive 
Christmas design, has always borne 
the double-barred cross, which is the 
emblem of the tuberculosis movement. 

These seals, sold for one cent each, 
have made possible an organized cam- 
paign against tuberculosis that has

been carried on with ever increasing 
emphasis year after year. The ac- 
cumulated pennies provide nurses for 
a vast number of communities, and 
promote open-air schools. 


Most important of all, a widespread 
educational campaign has been prose- 
cuted vigorously through schools, 
clubs, and many other channels. Medi- 
cal research work is carried on con- 
tinuously through a national commit- 
tee. 

Tuberculosis costs our nation one 
billion dollars annually. It cuts off 
an average of one and one-half years 
from the complete expectations of 
life of the people of United States. 


The Fort Wayne Anti-Tuberculosis 
League sponsors the Christmas Seal 
camp. This is strictly a health camp 
and had eighty-nine children between 
ages of six and eleven years cared 
for this season. Since this camp has 
been established, one thousand chil- 
dren have been cared for. The daily 
routine of regular hours, rest, nour- 
ishing food and health habits are 
building up the undernourished bodies, 
The Fort Wayne League also spons- 
ors many other educational and 
health-promoting activities, such as 
examinations of children each year, 
showing health films and other social 
service.

Shovel 14 Tons of Coal a Day? 





The life of a reporter at large is not what it’s cracked up to 
be. Neither is the life of a coal stoker. After slinking down halls, 
cautiously trying locked doors and stumbling along in the dark, 


little yours truly came upon a huge 
cavern. Now this cavern isn’t just the 
ordinary sort of cavern—oh! my, no! 
This, dear reader, has four walls 
which at one time have been painted 
a cream color, but now bear a coat of 
coal dust, which measures perhaps an 
eighth of an inch in thickness. It also 
has electric lights illuminating the 
interior in place of the customary 
chinks, wherein flows a beaming ray 
of sunshine, 

In order that you won’t be held in 
suspense (or do you like it) we will 
break down and tell you that this de- 
scription is supposed to fit the boiler 
room. This room, which is 100 feet 
long, 50 feet wide, and 20 feet high 
contains approximately 200,000 cubic 
feet of dust laden atmosphere, or may- 
be we should say only 75,000 cubic 
feet, because after all, the three gigan- 
tic boilers do take up some space. You 
know 15,000 tons of boiler is not a 
thing to be toyed with. 

Managing this center of heat, is a 
force of two men. It is their duty to 
keep the boilers going in good condi- 
tion. Just for curiosity’s sake, we 
asked how much coal was used on cold 





days. Expecting an answer of around 
two tons, we were as surprised and 
astonished as the traditional hen was 
upon perceiving that one of her off- 
springs was a duckling, when we were 
told that fourteen tons of coal was con- 
sumed during the day. Think of it, 
28,000 pounds, or to put it in a simpler 
form, 428,000 ounces. 


To the stoker this means 700 shovels 
full. But hold on, this is not all. After 
the coal is burned there still remains 
tons of cinders and ashes. This has 
to be shoveled out and hauled away. 
When it is taken from the pit, it is 
carted to a bucket conveyer. This con- 
sists of a belt, which has a bucket fas- 
tened approximately every two feet, 
hence the name, bucket conveyer. The 
conveyor lifts the refuse to an outside 
funnel which in turn empties it into 
the waiting trucks, At least the force 
hopes there is a truck waiting. 


After summarizing the twenty-four 
hour duties of this group, we hope you 
will be a little considerate the next 
time the school is not heated to your 
favorite temperature.

1,306 Health Examinations Have 
Been Finished by

School health examinations have 
just been. completed by Dr. Dancer 
school physician. Health notices will 
be issued to the pupils sometime next 
week and are to be taken home. 

A total of 1,306 pupils were exam- 
ined. In September 115 pupils were 
examined; in October, 456; in Novem- 
ber, 490; and 235 in December. The 
number of students with defects totals 
474,

teeth; and 288 bad tonsils. Only two 
students had something wrong with 
their hearts; and only one had a de- 
fective thyroid gland.

The publisher 
receives a gold pin to which a jewel 
may be added for additional or previ- 
ous work,

5,340 points; Virginia Blakley, 4,762 
points; Harry Smenner, 4,598 points; 
and Edward Wilding, 3,985 points.

“Tommy? Thomas Has Led 
6xciting Life as Prospector

Harold Thomas, better known in North Side as “Tommy” 
Thomas, our new physics and chemistry teacher, has led an inter- 


esting and adventurous life. 


Indiana, but moved to Alabama at the 
age of 12. He later moved to Tennes- 
see where he attended high school. He 
then went to the University of Louis- 
ville where he received a Bachelor of 
Science degree in chemistry. He also 
studied and did research work at the 
University of Chicago.

Of 
course, Mr. Thomas relates that the 
real cowboys are not dudes as played 
up in the movies, but they look like 
ordinary hired men. They wear the 
same clothes as farmers around this 
section of the country, and wear sim- 
ple leather chaps when riding.

He came across many different kinds 
of men here. One very pleasant man 
working for Mr. Thomas was found 
to have been wanted for murder by 
the Mexican government. He also 
knew of another man who would kill 
a person for the measly sum of $2.50. 
(Some fun, hey?) Mr. Thomas mod- 
estly relates that he and his party 
kept out of all danger as much as 
possible. 

Gold in Mexico they found more 
plentiful, but they ran into other dif- 
ficulties. For instance, one good vein 
of gold which they found was eight 
miles from any water. Since one must 
have plenty of water with which to 
work gold, this find was of little use 
to them. Water is very scarce in this 
region and Mr. Thomas says that at 
a few times they were forced to drink 
from a mud puddle. 

They soon found out also that the 
Mexican laws governing American 
prospectors were very rigid, and fixed 
so Americans could make no money.

Looks At Books 


The Greene Murder Case 
By S. S. Van Dine 

Willard Huntington Wright is an 
art critic of no mean ability; he is 
also widely recognized as an authority 
on ancient Egypt. Three or four years 
ago Mr. Wright suffered a nervous 
breakdown and was confined to his bed. 
His customary English histories, Rus- 
sian literatures, and Egyptian treat- 
ises were taken from him. They were 
to be replaced by something light, re- 
quired no mental strain. The some- 
thing was detective stories. 

During his illness Mr. Wright read 
hundreds of detective stories. It took 
him but a short time to learn the tech- 
nique of the detective story. Abrupt- 
ly he decided that he could write better 
detective stories than those which were 
being currently produced. He was 
right. Since that time, under the 
pseudonym of S. S. Van Dine, he has 
written at least six of the best detec- 
tive mysteries ever produced. 

For two years after Wright initiated 
his new career, it was a complete mys- 
tery to his public as to who was pro- 
ducing these masterpieces of mystery 
fiction. Wright tried to keep his iden- 
tity secret, but at length it leaked out. 

Any one of Wright’s stories will 
demonstrate his ability as a super de. 
tective mystery writer; will demon- 
strate that he is an authority on art. 
mathematics, antiques. Any one of his 
stories will prove highly entertaining 

One of Wright’s books, the Greene 
Murder Case, is recommended by Dr 
H. B. Rice of Fort Wayne, who likes 
his detective stories to “stab them in 
the back on the first page.” 

A North Side student has kindly 
submitted a review of the book, which 
follows in part, spelling and all: “Philo 
Vance, was trying his best to convince 
John Markham, the District Attorney, 
that the tragedy at the Green Man- 
sions was not just the work of a con- 
fused burglar, but at the time Mark- 
ham would not agree with him. They 
were interrupted at this opportune 
moment by the appearance of Chester 
Greene, eldest son of the Green fam- 
ily. Chester was inclined to agree 
with Vance on the theory that it was 
not just a common housebreaker but 
neither could he convince Markham ot 
the fact.” 

Our reviewer then relates in deta’] 
how each of the four killings and two 
more attempted ones came about and 
what their ultimate results were. Then 
“Later on Vance found out who the 
murderer was but went away to get 
facts to verify it. When he returned 
Markham, Vance, Heath, the Sargeant 
and Van Dine (yes, readers, we 
thought Van Dine wrote the book, too) 
went to visit the Greene Mansion. Ada 
Sibella, and Dr. Von Blon had gone on 
a drive together. Vance then knew 
the murderer was going to take an- 
other victim unless he was in time to 
prevent this. He jumped into his car 
and raced after them! Was he in time? 
To find out this and also who was the 
maker of these ghastly crimes read 
The Greene Murder Case by S. S. Van 
Dine,” concluded our reviewer. 

We wouldn’t know about reading 
the book; we’ve never read it ourself. 
But since we’ve read and immensely 
enjoyed The Bishop Murder Case, The 
Canary Murder Case, both by Van 
Dine, we consider it might well be 
rather nice reading.

Fifteen North Side Students 
To Try for Wins at 
Mishawaka 


School Will Sponsor Similar 
Invitational Tourney 
Here Jan. 12 


Fifteen debaters, comprising five 
teams, will travel to Mishawaka, In- 
diana, tomorrow to participate in an 
invitational debate tournament to be 


held at the Mishawaka High School 
beginning at 9 in the morning and 
ending late in the afternoon, with a 
banquet at the noon hour. 

The tournament will contain two 
rounds, the first round starting at 9 
o’clock and the second at 2 o’clock. All 
of the debates will be decision con- 
tests. Teams from all over the state 
of Indiana have been invited to com- 
pete. The debates will be on the ques- 
tion which is being debated generally 
over the entire United States, namely, 
“Resolved, that the Federal Govern- 
ment of the United States should adopt 
the policy of equalizing educational op- 
portunity throughout the nation by 
means of annual grants to the several 
states for elementary and secondary 
education.” 


The debaters who have been selected 
to make the trip are as follows: At- 
firmative, Fredrick Kroemer, Mar- 
garet Johnston, and Marie Wurten- 
berger; Betty Lopshire, Betty Morton, 
and Charles Schroeder; James Mul- 
lendore, Beatrice Andrews, and Elbert 
Bowen. The negative consists of Betty 
Reamer, Bernard Swanson, and Mary- 
belle Gallmeyer; Josephine Miller, Leo 
Stillpass, and Lawrence Scheff. 

On the folowing Saturday, North 
Side will be host to a number of teams 
in another invitational tourney of the 
same type that is to be held at Mish- 
awaka. The same teams which par- 
ticipate in the Mishawaka tournament 
will also be present at this local tour- 
nament, In addition to these, several 
teams of freshmen will also take on 
other freshmen teams from the schools 
who finally decide to get into the con- 
test. 

The debate contest will be under the 
direction of the three Fort Wayne high 
schools. Central and North Side will 
enter teams for competition, while 
South Side will assist in managing and 
directing the tournament. This tour- 
nament too will be made up of deci- 
sion contests. The rounds, however, 








will take place at 9:45 and 2:15, with 
a banquet at noon. Mr. Loy C. Laney 
of North Side is general chairman 
of the affair; Mr. Albert A. Coil of 
Central is chairman of publicity; and 
Miss Dorothy Benner of South Side 
has charge of registration.

Looks At Books 


Vacation 
By Mary Raleigh Archer 
“To attempt to show a small part 





of the spread of ignorance, supersti- 
tion, and race hatred in this country, 
as a preparation for the coming of 


Fascism,” the purpose of the author 
as set forth in her preface, has not 
been carried out in the book so well 
as might be desired. Mrs. Archer has 
evidently attempted to please the 
publishers by writing the ordinary 
popular novel—obviously an unfamil- 
iar task to her—and at the same time 
has attempted to satisfy her own so- 
cialistic turn of mind by writing a 
book which seeks to denounce and stir 
up the feelings of her readers against 
the S.lver Shirt organization. In fail- 
ing to decide definitely whether she 
wishes to devote her book to despis- 
ing and revealing the growth of Fas- 
cism and race prejudice in America 
or to writing an exemplary book show- 
ing her an ardent devotee of the plot 
book and love technique, Mrs. Archer 
has produced a book lacking in any 
real worth. 
“The facts imbedded in this story 
have been gleaned partly from cur- 
rent magazines and papers, and part- 
ly from eye-witness reports of men 
in Germany, printed in the Bulletins 
of the International Relief Associa- 
tion.” This, another excerpt from 
“Vacation’s” preface, sounds very 
well. It would almost lead the naive 
to believe that Mrs. Archer had done 
considerable research and reference 
work before setting down her story. 
We do not deny that she has, but the 
story itself certainly does not reveal 
it. No line has been drawn in “Va- 
cation” between fiction and fact, and 
thus no doubt many important revela- 
tions are lost on the reader as mere 
figments of Mrs. Archer’s imagina- 
tion; as mere devices to entertain 
them—true insofar only as they per- 
tain to the story. A reading of the 
story will arouse in the average read- 
er the suspicion that the preface is 
but a none-too-well disguised attempt 
of Mrs. Archer to imitate the high 
school student who prefaces his col- 
lateral note book with numerous ref- 
erences to ponderous books in hopes 
that his teacher will ignore the empty 
pages beyond. 
Mrs. Archer’s two most important 
characters are rather poorly done and 
unreal; several of her minor ones, 
however—especially the maid —do 
prove that “she knows the locale of 
Lake County, California, pretty thor- 
oughly.” Her use of clever, expressive 
words and phrases is surprisingly 
good but not sufficiently so ‘to cover 
up all the other defects in her book. 
The plot, though of little import- 
ance, in brief is this: Jack, a rich 
man’s son, falls in love with a Jewish 
German refugee, Esther. After some 
unraveling of plot, Jack rescues Esth- 
er’s brother from a Concentration 
Camp where he has been confined 
after having been kidnapped by the 
Silver Shirts. At the same time Jack 
saves Esther from the Jew-torment- 
ers, brings about their arrest, and 
also that of their Grand Leader. All 
this with one or two small weaknesses 
of plot, and then to still further dis- 
appoint the reader Mrs. Archer tacks 
on that same familiar ending—kisses, 
ete.—an ending no better than the 
ones we are accustomed to from the 
pens of Zane Gray and James Oliver 
Curwood, at whom Mrs. Archer so 
sneers in a paragraph of her story. 
As we have intimated before, what 
might have been a satisfactory book 
had its writer gone over the fence 
one way or the other, turns out al- 
most too mediocre for recommenda- 
tion.

Regulations for Benefit 
Of Newcomers 





Miss Ethel Shroyer has set the date 
as January 29, for the library instruc- 
tions to the incoming freshmen. There 
will be about one hundred twenty to 
be instructed in the rules and reguls- 
tions of the library. 

For the benefit of the upper class- 
men coming in from different schools 
who did not receive library instruc- 
tions; for the ones who do not live up 
to the rules and regulations; and for 
future reference, the following rules 
are published: 

The library at North Side High 
School is used by students and teach- 
ers for reference work, reading, ana 
circulation of books. 

Various ways the library is used 
by students: 

1. For looking up special assign- 
ments which your teacher has given 
you. 

2. For recreational reading. 

3. For borrowing reference books 
over night, or Reading List Books 
which circulate for one week. 

Hours open and admittance to 
library: 

1. Library is open from 7:45 a. m 
to 4 p. m. except the fifth period. 

2. Any period which is assigned you 
in the study hall may be spent in the 
library. Come directly to the library 
and on entering go directly to the 
librarian to receive a number. The 
tables are numbered. Please sit at the 
table with the number that corres- 
ponds to the one given you. The num 
bers are collected at the beginning of 
each period. During the period a pa- 
per is passed from table to table, on 
which are numbers corresponding to 
seats in the study hall. Draw a line 
through the number of the seat which 
has been assigned you that period, and 
write your name opposite. 

3. Library is to be used only one 
period a day so that every student 
will have an equal chance to use the 
library. 

4. Studying of shorthand, chemis- 
try, phy: , mathematics, and foreign 
languages is not allowed in the library. 

Charging books: 

1. No library card is required at 
the high school library. 

2. A book is charged to a student 
by using his name and home room 
number. 

3. All books (except Reading List 
Books) circulate for only one night. 
Reading List Books circulate for one 
week. 

4. Books are stamped with the date 
the book is due. 

Returning books: 

1. Whenever a book is due, it 1s 
always due before 8:05 in the morning. 
For example: An over-night book tak- 
en out during school periods or after 
school is due the next morning before 
8:05. 
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If books are not returned 
time, a fine of 5 cents on each book 
is assessed. This fine is assessed every 
day until book is returned. 

3. When a book is not returned on 
time, the library sends an over-due 
notice to your home room. On receiv- 
ing this notice, please return book at 
once, or come to the library and ex- 
plain why you have not returned it. 

4. Books are always returned to the 
desk. 

Other information about the library: 

1. As each person passes out of 
library, he is requested to show his 
books to attendant at door. If you 
have a library book, have the book 
open so he can see that you have had 
it charged. (We require this of every 
person to protect library books from 
being carried off by absent-minded 
students.) 

2. In looking up reference work 
use your high school library first. If it 
does not have the material you wish 
then go to the main library or one of 
the city branches. 

3. Any book in the library may be 
reserved by giving your name, home 
room, and title of book to the person 
at the desk. 

How courtesy 
library: 

1. Each pupil can help the library 
to give good service by observing the 
rules, which are made for the generai 
good. 

2. By returning books promptly so 
that others may use them. 

3. By never taking books or any 
other printed material from the room 
without having a record made. 

4. By returning all books and mag- 
azines to their proper places at the 
end of the period. 

5. By being quiet and courteous 
and respecting rights of others who 
are sitting at the same table.

Following the banquet, a program 
was held in the auditorium, the fea- 
ture of which was a talk by Merle J. 
Abbett, superintendent of schools in 
Fort Wayne.

Tatler” Tabulates Talents of 


Writers in 


Those Old Days 





“T have a playmate. She is 


gray. She plays with me. She 


comes to the corner to meet me. What is it? My cat.” Or, “I have 
a dog. He is a bird dog. He is my pet. My father takes him 


hunting.” Such were the literary 
achievements of two of the freshmen 
in North Side when they were way 
back in grade school. The two com- 
positions were written by Mildred Mil- 
ler and Gaylord Turner respectively. 
And then when Louise Hessert was in 
the third grade, she received an inspir- 
ation to write a poem and this is what 
was conjured: 
“Oranges, oranges, nice and round, 
I think I’ll eat about a pound.” 
Then on the other hand, proof is 
found in a Tatler of 1931 that ge- 
niuses display their unusual talents 
early in life, because William Ben- 
ninghoff, super-philosopher, statesman, 
and psychoanalysist received the in-

This job was held 
by Marie Wurtenberger and Dorothy 
Price during the first term of that 
year and by Bob Moorhead the second 
term. Helen Allen was assistant edi- 
tor, and associate editors were Don 
Warner, Georgia LeMay, Wendell 
Green, and Martha Boone. Ralph 
Hengstler handled the boys’ sports 
and Norma Rae Woolever did a nice 
job on the girls’ sports. The above 
mentioned were the “big shots” at 
newspaper writing and editing among 
their contemporaries in grade school. 

According to the “Post,” Paul Brox- 
on, Earl Nicolet, and Lyle Jessup nev- 
er gave their teachers any trouble. 
Gerald Johnson is defined as a red- 
headed boy who is always bothering 
the class with a lot of fool questions. 
It is also evident that Rip Poorman 
was then as now known as the sheik 





of the class. 

Gerald Lotz specialized in writing 
poetry (a lost art?), and Max Gilliom 
was one of the expert news writers. 
Charlie Gaunt was even then an ex- 
pert story teller. He had one in the 
“Post” concerning Santa that sizzled. 
Margaret Sparling-also wrote a nice 
little story that could probably be 
classified under fairy tales. It is plain 
to see that Marvin Willy was among 
the best in sprinting. Louise Waters 
indulged in writing poetry. 

Franklin had its own little police 
force, but it was hidden under the 
title of safety patrol. Tharrell Davis 
was captain of the “force” and Wen- 
dell Green acted as lieutenant. 

On page four of Volume 1, number

Six $5,000 College Awards 
Will Be Given To Boys 
Making Coaches 









The Fisher Body Craftsman’s Guild 
is again offering the North Side stu- 
dents an invitation to enter its compe- 
tition for 1935. This is being condue- 
ted by Mr. Tourist Thompson. It will 
again offer a number of $5,000 uni- 
versity scholarships as awards for 
skill in craftsmanship. A number of 
other awards will be offered. 

The Guild activities have been great- 
ly widened by inaugurating an appren- 
tice class of membership which is open 
to all boys in the United States be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 20. These 
boys will build models of a traveling 
coach of one hundred years ago. The 
new miniature coach is simpler in de- 
sign than the Napoleonic coach built 
oxy master craftsmen in Guild com- 
petitions, and it is much easier to 
build. 

Boys enrolling in the Master Crafts- 
man Class for 1935 have an oppor- 
tunity to match their skill of brain, 
eyes, and hands in competition upon 
the same project that has made past 
years in the Guild enjoyable and bene- 
ficial. 

The membership is divided into se- 
niors and juniors. For 1935, seniors 
all boys from 16 to 20 years of age 
on September 1, 1934, and juniors are 
all boys from 12 to 16 years of age on 
that date. 

The project is a miniature model of 
a state coach of the eighteenth cen- 
tury period. The master model is a 
composite of two coaches used by Na- 
poleon, one at his coronation as em- 
peror, the other at his marriage to 
Queen Marie Louise. 

The awards to be given for the best 
craftsmanship are six $5,000 univer- 
sity scholarships. Two of these are 
offered in the senior class and two in 
the junior class in the United States.

From a list of all 
those who have completed three or 
more years of science studies, the final 
name will be selected. 

All five teachers, in establishing a 
basis for this selection of the most 
outstanding science student, stress the 
fact that the one chosen must have 
done outstanding class work and even 
better laboratory work in all of their 
science courses. 

Mr. Rolla Chambers, physics instruc- 
tor, states that in his opinion both 
amount of work done and record 
achieved in doing the work, will be 
considered in selecting the medal win- 
ner. Someone who has performed some 
‘especially difficult or unusual experi- 
ment or has done some one thing out- 
standing will be considered for the 
award in preference to the student 
who has done merely good work. De- 
velopment in the student must have 
been noticeable. 

Miss Vesta Thompson, botany in- 
structor, says that her candidate-for 
the award will have “the scientific way 
of going at things. He will be more 
laboratory-minded than book-minded.” 

“The student who receives the 
Bausch and Lamb recognition must not 
only have done good class work but 
must have related it to his everyday 
life,” Miss Julia Alexander, teacher 
of biology, emphasizes. She also de- 
clares that such a student must have 
made himself noticeable in the science 
department, and must have shown a

To North Side And 
Her Galleries of Art 


Beautiful Japanese prints are being 
exhibited in the study hall, the library, 
and in rooms 311 and 313. They were 
brought to this country from Japan 
by Mrs. Shima, a Japanese woman 
who every year makes a trip back to 
Japan to obtain prints. The prints 
have been loaned to us by the art de- 
partment of Central High School. 

Japanese prints are very fine in de- 
sign and were especially liked by the 
artist Whistler, who received his in- 
spiration for his painting “Battersea 
Bridge” from a Japanese print. Since 
the Japanese begin to read from the 
right and then upward, they are fond 
of putting their center of interest to 
the right and below the center. They 
also write with brushes instead of 
with pens as we do, and thus their 
brush strokes are strong and very 
expressive. They make very thin and 
very wide lines in a most pleasing 
manner. They use few colors, but the 
ones used are soft and show great 
depth.

The Central Tigers have a very 
strong combination of tall, skilled and 
experienced boys. The Tigers recently 
were turned down by the Decatur Yel- 
lowjackets .by the margin of 31 to 26. 
The Tigers’ defeat at the hands of the 
Yellowjackets has given the Redskin 
boys an increase of confidence in their 
hopes for victory. 

Riddle and Barker are two Central 
boys who will be a true “thorn in the 
side” for the Red and White. They 
both qualify for the center position, 
and have taken part in all the games 
thus far on their schedule. We are 
not sure just which one will start in 
the circle post, but according to ru- 
mors and various authorities, Barker 
is expected to take the circle jump 
for the Blue and White. 

Warfield, playing in the forward po- 
sition, is the star scorer for the Tigers, 
and he has piled up the highest num- 
ber of points in the city (refer to 
chart on this page). Warfield will be 
the real worry for the Reds; someone 
will have to be chosen to “hold him 
down.” Paul is also a forward on the 
Central squad, and is also handy with 
the ball, though he is toughest when 
on the defense. 

Neat is an outstanding player on the 
Tiger squad. He has scored consist- 
ently and has filed up quite a number 
of points, although sickness hindered 
his reaching the top of the scoring list. 

Sitko and Altekruse are another 
pair, filling guard positions on this 
strong squad, Sitko has been scoring 
heavily lately and is most valuable 
on the offensive play, while Altekruse 
is best qualified for a true guard po- 
sition, although he also is capable of 
sinking baskets off-and-on through a 
game.

Gives Recognition To

In Nation 


Excellent Make-Up Wins

National recognition has again been 
awarded to the Northerner by the 
New York Herald-Tribune in the 
form of the publication of the front 
page of the Northerner in their hand- 
book, “Typography and Make-Up for 
School Newspapers.” This honor was 
given to only one other high school 
paper besides the Northerner; this 
paper being “The Piedmont High- 
lander’, a paper published by the high 
school in Piedmont, California. 

The purpose of the publishing of 
this page was because it exemplified 
the comparatively light headline type 
face, as contrasted with the heavier 
Bodoni Bold used by the paper of 
Piedmont High School. The page also 
represents the best make-up ability 
that our scribes owned and possessed. 
In a remark made in comment by the 
Herald-Tribune that the page was 
made up in a style that gave every 
story either above or below the fold 
the same adequate and pleasing dis- 
play. The page, as stated by the Her- 
ald, was balanced symmetrically. The 
page that was published was from the 
Northerner for January 12, 1934. 

In commenting on the Piedmont 
Highlander, it was stated by the Tri- 
bune scribes that the make-up was 
excellent. The stories were the right 
length and the paragraphs the correct 
length. 

The handbook itself deals with all 
forms of type and make-up for school 
newspapers. The first section of the 
pamphlet, takes up slug lines, copy 
control sheets, planning pages and the 
final completing of the make-up, The 
second section deals in detail with the 
eopy control key sheets. The other 
sections and chapters discuss differ- 
ent type measurements, headline type 
making, cost of body, and type setting. 
In short, the whole book is a reference 
for those people who are heads of 
school newspapers and make-up edi- 
tors, 

This is not the first national or 
international award that our weekly 
has won. Some of the other recent 
awards are: National All-American 
Honor Ratings for the last five years, 
anid several first class ratings in 
news, sports, and editorial writing, 
make-up of the paper, and construc- 
tive reporting. The Northerner won 
an international Quill and Scroll 
award last year, along with the rest 
of its high honors and ratings. 

Miss Harvey, the faculty adviser for 
the publication, has been its adviser 
every year but the first.

History Teacher Writes of Lincoln’s Life in Indiana 





OST numerous and varied are 

the writings that have been pro- 

duced about the life of Abraham 
Lincoln. Writers of all leading nations 
of the world and in all languages have 
written volumes and volumes of lit- 
erature on the life and works of this 
truly great man. Some researchers 
state with unquestionable authority 
shat more has been written about Lin- 
coln than any other man in all the 
world’s history of men with the one 
and only exception, Jesus of Nazareth. 

His life story has been told by per- 
sons of both sexes from king to com- 
moner; poets, biographers, historians, 
essayists, editors, statesmen, philoso- 
phers, and novelists. All his thoughts, 
acts, words, and deeds from the cradle 
to the grave have been recorded for 
us. He has been written about as: 
“Lincoln, the Boy,” “Lincoln, the 
Man,” “The Lawyer,” “The States- 
man,” “The President,” “The Eman- 
zipator,” “The Saviour of the Nation,” 
“The Man of the Hour,” “A Man 
Called of God,” “A Man for the Ages,” 
and by numerous other titles of dis- 
tinction. 

We modern folks can “little add or 
detract” to what has already been 
said and written about the noble Lin- 
coln. However, we can read and learn 
of his noble character, life and serv- 
ice, and in these trying times endeavor 
to practice and emulate his ennobling 
virtues, 





Any of the standard one-volume 
biographies of Lincoln will prove in- 
teresting and illuminating even to the 
most critical and discerning reader; 
however, the best masterpiece is that 
by our own Albert J. Beveridge. The 
writer likes to read one of the very 
first written, “The Life of Abraham 
Lincoln,” by Ward H. Lamon, pub- 
lished in 1872. The sources of this are 
people who knew Lincoln personally 
and were eye witnesses of much of his 
life work. Then there is the short but 
very factual and human interest biog- 
raphy of Ross Lockridge, a former 
resident of Fort Wayne. Best of all 
are the stories, sayings, speeches, and 
addresses in Lincoln’s own language, 
from which the reader can draw his 
own opinions and conclusions concern- 
ing Lincoln’s life and deeds. 

We students and teachers, in fact 
all Hoosiers, have a special and per- 
sonal interest in the life of Lincoln. 
In the first place he was a real son of 
the West. He was a product of the 
West. He was the first President born 
west of the Appalachian Mountains. 
Three states claim him as their own. 
Kentucky, where he was born and 
lived for seven years, claims his child- 
hood, Indiana claims his youth, for in 
our state he lived from the age of 
seven to twenty-one. Here he lived 
during his formative years. Here he 
received his “raisin’,’ in the dialect 
of the period. Here he formed those

tion for the full and active life he was 
to enter upon. Let us take a brief 
glimpse of his Indiana youth. 

In the year 1816, Thomas Lincoln, 
with his wife, Nancy Hanks Lincoln, 
and their two children, Abe, aged 7, 
and Sarah, aged 9, moved from Knob 
Creek, Kentucky, to a place near Little 
Pigeon Creek, one and one-half miles 
east of Gentryville, Spencer County, 
Indiana. “No humbler calvacade ever 
invaded the Indiana timber.” Their 
sole movable wealth consisted of in- 
sufficient bedding and clothes, and a 
few pans and kettles. When they ar- 
rived they had to depend upon a small 
kit of tools to build a home, and make 
furniture, and had to depend upon a 
rifle for obtaining food. For a year 
they lived in a rudely constructed hali- 
faced camp, or three-sided house. 

The next year a cabin was construc- 
ted and in this for over a year they 
lived without windows or floors. The 
furniture consisted of a few three- 
legged stools; a bedstead made of 
poles stuck in logs and held up by a 
forked stick stuck in the dirt floor; a 
rough hewn log standing on four pegs 
for a table; a pot, kettle, skillet, and 
a few tin and pewter dishes. Abe 
climbed to a bed made of leaves in the 
loft by a ladder of wooden pegs driven 
into the logs. 

Poets and romancers have described 
it as a happy and healthful life. It 


habits, and made much of the che wa 





was far from that. It was neither 
wholesome nor enjoyable, and the fam- 
ily had a difficult time keeping warm 
and well, and getting enough to eat. 
However, we must understand it was 
no worse than that endured by other 
pioneers on the wilderness frontier. 
The home probably had all the ad- 
vantages of any wilderness home, with 
the exception of good water, as we 
read of Abe and his sister, Sarah, go- 
ing a mile from home to get spring 
water. The woods were rank and 
dense and filled with malaria, and epi- 
demic ravaged the settlements. In the 
autumn of 1818 an epidemic of “milk- 
sickness” swept the community. The 
few settlers ill-fed and housed and 
uncared for had little chance to re- 
cover. It was this disease that took 
away Lincoln’s good mother and he 
suffered one of his life’s first great 
sorrows. 

The next year Thomas Lincoln went 
back to Elizabethtown, Kentucky, and 
married Sarah Bush Jonston. She 
was somewhat “well-to-do” and when 
they returned to Indiana she took 
ajalong enough household furniture to 
fill a four-horse wagon. Included in 
the list was an unusual luxury, a fifty- 
dollar bureau. 

She was an energetic, honest, Chris- 


tian woman and soon made a great 
change in the Lincoln home. The chil- 
dren were better for her coming the

Still perusing last week’s North- 
erner, we come upon a pair of edi- 
torials that seemed to us rather con- 
flicting in their ideology.

Most thinking people would 
agree that militarism is merely an 
expression of economic conflicts, and 
we think the aforementioned writer 
would concede this, but in another 
editorial he makes fantastic criticisms 
of the only state in this mad world 
that is trying to solve the economic 
contradictions of capitalism, the U. S.

rest of their lives. They had warmer 
clothing and comfortable beds. Win- 
dows and doors and a rough hewn 
wooden floor were put in the cabin. 

Sarah Bush had three children by 
a former marriage and with the two 
Lincoln children had plenty of work 
to do caring for them, but she was not 
careless in the important matter of ed- 
ucating them. She saw that they were 
sent to school. She early recognized 
that young Abe had an innate thirst 
to learn. However, they had to de- 
pend upon itinerant teachers, and 
school lasted only for a few weeks or 
months each winter; so that altogether 
Abe received not more than a year of 
“schoolin’.” 

It seems that as a lad, Lincolr 
wished to better his condition. He 
learned his letters that he might read 
end learn about the men of the world. 
He learned to write so that he could 
excel his playmates, and help elders 
write their letters, and copy in his 
reading what struck him as useful for 
the future. 

His last school days were in 1826 
under one Swaney, who taught at a 
distance of four and one-half miles 
trom the Lincoln cabin. Thomas Lin- 
coln thought nine miles of walking was 
2 waste of time, so young Abe was 
put at steady work on the farm. From 
this time his reading became his chief 
pleasure in life. He read, wrote, and 
ciphered incessantly. He read every- 
thing he could lay hands upon. He 
was fortunate in the few books he did 
read. They were classics in his day. 
He read Aesop’s Fables, Robinson 
Crusoe, Pilgrim’s Progress, History of 
the United States, Weem’s Life of 
Washington, and the Bible, over and 
over. 

Later he became acquainted with 
David Furnham, the town constable, 
and from him secured the Revised In- 
diana Statutes and acquired his inter- 
est in law. He had no paper on which 
to write notes, so he sat by the fire- 
side and covered the wooden shovel 
with notes and exercises, and after 
memorizing them, shaved off the 
shovel. His was an intelligence that 
was starving for want of the many 
simple appliances of education which 
today are offered free to even the poor- 
est and most indifferent. 

From the time he left school he did 
a man’s work, and his life differed 
little from that of an ordinary farm 
hand. However, he kept at his read- 
ings. John Hanks, a relative, says: 
“When Abe and I returned to the 
house from work, he would go to the 
cupboard, snatch a piece of corn bread 
take down a book, sit down, cock his 
legs up as high as his head, and read.’ 
This habit remained with him always. 
One biographer says some of his 
greatest works were done in his “grot- 
esque Western fashion,” sitting on his 
“shoulder blades.” 

Naturally his intelligence excelled 
that of his fellow laborers. He en- 
joyed telling and reciting to others the 
things he read, so that he became a 
sort of stump speaker. He learned to 
imitate in a comical way the itinerant 
preachers and speakers that came to 
the neighborhood church. He absorbed 


* all the stories that he heard from time 


to time on trips to the village store 
and blacksmith shop, so that in time 
he developed a flow of rude rustic wit, 
which made him an agreeable com- 
panion and with his strength a valu- 
able laborer. He often, however, im- 
peded farm work by his comic ser- 
mons and stump speeches, much to the 
delight of the workers but exaspera- 
tion of the farmers. P 

He was by nature a good boy with 
an unfailing good temper. Neverthe- 
less, he had some mischievous nature 
in him and was by no means a non- 
resistant. He took part in some boyish 
pranks, and when challenged by any- 
one he was ready to fight it out in the 
midst of a ring of onlookers, but his 
opponents usually got the worst of it. 
Some of his best friends were those 
he had trounced at some time. 

The thing which probably gained 
and fixed his mastery over his fellows 
was his gigantic stature and strength. 
At the age of nineteen he was a full 
grown man of six feet four. He rare- 
ly met a man he could not handle. He 
could outwrestle and outjump any one 
of his companions. It is said he could 
sink an ax deeper into a log, lift a big- 
ger log, and carry a heavier weight 
than any man. His strength is still 
a tradition in Spencer County. They 
tell the story that at one time he 
moved a chicken house that weighed 
600 pounds, that two other men could 
not budge, and that on another occa- 
sion he shouldered a pile of posts that 
two men could not lift from the 
ground. 

™t was in Indiana that Lincoln re- 
ceived his education; here he grew to 
manhood; here were formed those per- 
‘sonal characteristics and habits which 
later gained him the affection of the 
people of his country and which have 
gained for him an important place in 
the annals of mankind. Our state, In- 
diana, may well be proud of the part 
it played in the life of a man so great 
as Abraham Lincoln.

This month has seen the birthdays of two of 
America’s greatest men, George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln. 

With directly opposite backgrounds, these men 
rose to be the Chief Executive of their country, 
at a time when this country needed them most.

But the point is, both regarded an education 
as absolutely essential to a successful career. 

Modern'day pupils have vastly greater oppor- 
tunities for education, but do said pupils regard 
such as a boon? No, a thousand times, no.

Columbus Was Great, But Chris 
Didn’t Have to Go to School 


Long, long, years ago, when the world was flat as the ice ina 
wash-basin on a cold morning, (streamlining hadn’t come into the 
styles yet, so the earth did not have to be round to cut down wind 


resistance) a little boy whose name 
was Christopher Columbus sat long- 
ingly on the docks at Genoa watching 
the sailing ships come and go, some- 
times for a day at a time. He was 
not doomed to watch forever, because 
at the age of fifteen he was given a 
passage on a ship belonging to his 
uncle to go on a trip which was to be 
packed with more adventure than the 
entire life of a modern boy. 

No sooner than they had embarked, 
they came upon a Spanish ship with 
which they immediately engaged in a 
fight. Young Columbus did what 
fighting he could, but it was soon evi- 
dent to all that the enemy ship was 
too strong for the Genoan fighters. 
The clothes which Columbus wore 
caught on fire from the torches which 
the enemy threw on the ship, and 
when it was obvious that they were 
to be taken prisoners, Columbus jump- 
ed over board and swam to shore miles 
away. He landed at Carthaginia 
where he made friends with sailors 
Who told him many stories about the 
Atlantic Ocean and how ships had 
come so near the end of the earth that 
only a change of wind prevented them 
from going over the ledge. After 
staying a month at this place, he got 








a passage on another ship and set sail 
for home, arriving after his parents 
had given him up for lost. 

After hearing his adventure, it 
would be only natural to say, “Why 
eouldn’t I have lived five hundred 
years sooner so that I could have had 
some fun?” because Christopher Co- 
lumbus was no older than an average 
freshman in North Side when all this 
occurred. However, he didn’t have any 
radio to listen to Eddie Cantor, or any 
movies where he could see Laurel and 
Hardy; in fact, he didn’t have even 
the opportunity of going to school! 
Maybe we aren’t so bad off after all. 

Just 548 years ago when Columbus 
made his first trip to Iceland, which 
was a preliminary to the famous dis- 
covery voyage by Columbus, the At- 
lantic ocean was supposed to have been 
inhabited by “birds so large that they 
could crush a ship in their jaws, and 
by reptiles which would wrap them- 
selves around a ship and eat the men 
one by one as they tried to hide.” 
Thus it took a fearless and inquisitive 
man to free the world from these 
superstitions and terrors, and the man 
to whom the lot fell was Christopher 
Columbus,

Vocational Guidance Spons-

A series of vocational guidance pro- 
grams will be presented to the North 
Side student body, starting the week 
after spring vacation.

This includes the requirements for a 
physician, dentist, trained nurse, drug- 
gist, pharmacist, chemist, embalmer, 
veterinarian, surgeon, specialist (eye, 
ear, and throat), peace officer, and a 
military man, It is the object of the 
assemblies to present to the students 
all the requirements for the occupa- 
tion, such as the hours, duties, social 
value, and whether or not it presents 
chances for improvements. 

Mr. Oswald Jones will be in charge 
of the second week of the campaign. 
His subject will be “Professional 
Arts,” which include the essentials of 
a lawyer, music director, music artist, 
journalist, school teacher, school di- 
rector, sculptor, artist (sketcher, com- 
mercial designer, painter), minister, 
and recreational director. 

“Commercial Work” will be the 
theme of the third week, under the 
direction of Mr. Howard Fairweather, 
This includes such occupations as a 
store owner, store manager, sales man- 
ager, advertising manager, salesman 
(counter, field representative, and in- 
surance), bookkeeper, accountant, file 
clerk, stenographer, commercial print- 
er, auditor, banker, and corporation 
executive. 

Mr. L. L. Larson will explain “Tech- 
nical Service” during the fourth week 
and will include in his explanation, 
requirements for students thinking of 
being a factory owner, factory fore- 
man, auto mechanic, machine shop 
mechanic, electrical engineer, electri- 
cian, printer, stone carver,’ lumber 
man, contractor, chemical engineer, 
railroad engineer, civil engineer, and 
mechanical engineer. 

“Home Economics” will be the theme 
of the fifth week and will be largely 
for the benefit of the girls. Willis 
Richardson will speak on the follow- 
ing subjects: dealer in modern elec- 
trical appliances, dealer in modern gas 
appliances, restaurant owner or man- 
ager, dietician, canned goods special- 
ist, interior decorator, dealer in mod- 
ern home furnishings, or a clothing 
specialist (fabrics, and dress design- 
ing). 

The sixth week will feature a talk 
on “Agricultural Work,” by John Sla- 
ter. This includes the duties of a dirt 
farmer, truck farmer, florist, stock 
fancier, poultry fancier, landscape 
gardener, county agent, county sur- 
veyor, highway department represen- 
tative, fruit fancier, 4-H Club spons- 
or, tree specialist, farm market man, 
meat packer ,and canning expert.

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Scribes Who Meet Amelia 
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THE NORTHERNER 


Are Gry of “North Side

The ambition of millions of 


aviation fans was realized last 


Wednesday by two very jittery Northerner scribes when, after 
several nerve-gathering moments before room 848 in the Hotel 


Keenan, we were ushered into the 
presence of—Amelia Earhart. 

By some favor of Providence we 
were able to explain to the puzzled 
bird woman that we were (in fact, 
we still are) Wendell Green and Harry 
Smenner, of the North Side North- 
erner. After receiving a cordial in- 
vitation to be seated, we asked a few 
preliminary questions concerning the 
smiling flyer’s views of a copy of the 
school paper which we had carried 
for the purpose of having it auto- 
graphed. While our hearts slowed to 
200 beats per minute, we observed 
for the first time, that the aviatrix 
was not garbed in her customary 
suede jacket and breeches, but in a 
sort of brownish dinner gown which 
was very effeminine and becoming to 
her brown eyes and tousled brown 
hair. 

Incidentally, in a later conversation 
we learned from Dermott, the London 
hairdresser of note, that she has her 
hair cut in a boyish bob and cannot 
be dragged into a beauty parlor, and 
is one of the most sensible women he 
has ever met. 

Because of a recent advertisement, 
I was prompted to ask Miss Earhart 
just what kind of food she took on 
her numerous flights. She explained 
that in flying one feels the need for 
liquid refreshment more than any 
other, and, because she drinks neither 
coffee nor tea, her supplies always 
contain water and tomato juice. How- 
ever, because of our failure to sell 
an ad, we will not mention the brand 
of tomato juice used. Miss Earhart 
stated that she heard that Wiley Post 
also uses this source of energy and 
thought it strange that they should 
both choose the same foods for their 
flights. 

Of course we asked her where her 
famous plane was at present. We 
were informed that it was in Newark, 
where a special compass is being in- 
stalled. She was forced to come to 
Fort Wayne by railway, which she 
laughingly stated “was the lowest 
form of travel.” 

On being asked whether she had 
had any narrow escapes in the air, 
she replied, “In my opinion, flying is 
no more dangerous than driving an 
automobile in regards to hazards. As 
in driving, things often happen which 
cause a momentary reaction, but these 
are soon forgotten. In some cases, 
there are unknown dangers, such as a 
pedestrian might experience when a 
falling brick lands a few feet away, 
unnoticed.” 

Contrary to the general belief, Miss 
Earhart is not making a tour for the 
purpose of speech-making, but is on 
her way to St. Louis, where one of 
the few people permitted to fly her 
plane will meet her. 

Perhaps we should take this chance 
to explain why we refer to her as 
Amelia Earhart and not by her mar- 
ried name of Mrs, George Palmer 
Putnam. Although her husband has 
quite a reputation as a publisher, she 
has yet to hear him introduce her as 
“Mrs. Putnam.” 

Having heard much comment on 
night flying, we asked Miss Earhart 
her views on this type of travel. She 
said that because it implies a little 
more risk, she does it only when it is 
necessary. 

“The aviator,” she continued, “sees 
more beautiful things than the aver- 
age person would think. In my esti- 
mation, New York city at night from 
above is one of the most beautiful 
scenes imaginable.” 

After having our Northerner sign- 
ed, at which time Miss Earhart stated 
that she was surprised at the some- 
what professional paper being put out 
by a high school group, we took our 
leave with a feeling of gratitude and 
sincere admiration for this slim, real- 
American birdwoman, who, in spite of 
her many, many interviews by profes- 
sionals, could spare a few moments 
for high school students. 
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Fisher Crattsman 
Competition Open 


Guild Initiates New Appren- 
tice Class for Inexperi- 
enced Boys 


Mr. Tourist Thompsan has announc-| the 


ed that he will give class project cred- 
it to boys in his industrial arts classes 
who enter the Fisher Body Craftsman 
Guild competition. Mr. Thompson 
says that he will help boys entering 
the competition building contest who 
are not in his classes with any shop 
work requiring machinery, which can- 
not be done in a home workshop. 

The teacher stated that this year’s 
contest offers a variety of opportunit- 
ies, in that a new apprentice class has 
been introduced along with the al- 
ready established Master Craftsman 
class; and he expressed the belief that 
the traveling coach in the new ap- 
prentice class is an excellent oppor- 
tunity for a boy who does not have 
time or money to build a Napoleonic 
coach in the master class. 

Mr. Thompson explained that $25,- 
000 in awards is being offered for the 
best of these traveling coaches. Six- 
teen cash awards will be made in each 
of the forty-eight states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. There will be jun- 
ior and senior divisions in the ap- 
prentice class, and the first place win- 
ners in junior and senior divisions 
will be awarded $75 dollars each. The 
second award will be fifty dollars, and 
the third, twenty-five dollars. In ad- 
dition, there will be five ten. dollar 
awards for runners-up in each age 
division. Besides these cash awards, 
state winners will be eligible to enter 
regional contests. Winners of regional 
honors will receive trips to the fifth 
convention of the Fisher Craftsman 
Guild with all expenses paid. 

Age Limits Same 

The same age limits will prevail in 
the new apprentice class as in the 
Master Craftsman class. A member 
of the junior division in each case will 
be 12 years or older but less than 16 
on September 1, 1934, while a senior 
will be one who was 16 years old and 
less than 20 as of the same date. 

He remarked that just as in the old 
time guilds, the apprentice class will 
eventually become master craftsmen. 
After the apprentice craftsmen has 
successfully completed the building of 
a model traveling coach he will have 
acquired sufficient skill to construct 
the Napoleonic coach. He will 
have a splendid chance of winning one 
of the six $5,000 university scholar- 
ships and assuring himself of an edu- 
eation that will give him a head start 
in life. Mr. Thompson explained that 
two of these scholarships will be of- 
fered in both senior and junior classes 
in the United States, and two will be 
offered in Canada, one for juniors. 

In conclusion, Mr, Thompson stated 
that sincerity, perseverance, and hon- 
esty of purpose may easily carry an 
apprentice to the winning of an award, 
even though his manual skill and ex- 
perience are not equal to those of other 
contestants.

The Need for Political Education

through college! Our national Congress is in 
little better state as far as concerns any special 
training for its vast and complex functions. 
Scarcely a member has ever made an original 
contribution to our knowledge of the perplexing 
science of government, and few have shown be- 
fore election any special mastery of the knowl- 
edge already gained.” 

This state of affairs is not the fault of any 
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one or any group of individuals, but the accusa-’ 
tion is rightfully directed totvard the entire 
American people. Now, it is known that this is 


one of the greatest pitfalls in democratic gov- | 


ernment, and political education is stressed not 
only in the colleges but in the secondary schools, 
and it is introduced to the child in the grade 
schools. In this way alone shall we escape from 
such political and economic muddles as that 
which now paralyzes the nation.

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Redskins To Be Host For Triangular Track Meet

North Siders 
Expected To 
Take Honors 


Jesse Meyers, Winner of 
First Place in State Shot 
Put Event, Will Lead 
Competition 


Steele and Cook, Hunting- 
ton Stars, Threats 
In Field 





Redskin trackmen will be host to 
Huntington and Auburn thinly clads 
in a triangular meet to be held at 
the North Side field on Saturday, 
April 6. The meet will start at 1:30 
o’clock and the admission will be ten 
cents. 

Coach Zeke Young of Auburn will 
bring a strong squad to this meet, 
and he threatens to turn back our 
trackmen while Coach Johnson of 
Huntington is a little less optimistic 
about the results of the meet. 

In the recent State Indoor Meet 
Auburn obtained five points, while 
North Side managed to pile up ten 
points. Meyers of Auburn scored the 
five points by capturing the shot put 
event with a put of 49 feet 614 inches. 

Huntington promises to cause the 
Redskins much trouble in the distance 
runs. Steele, veteran half-miler, is 
back this year to make a record, and 
he stands a good chance of winning 
the two-lap event. Cook is also a 
Huntington star and is expected to 
earn several points for his team. The 
Vikings are also strong in the dashes 
and threaten to take the lead in these 
events. 

North Side started its season with 
a very good showing, made in the Gary 
Relays. The Reds placed fourth in the 
meet with 19 points, starring Eugene 
Hathaway, Allen McMeen, Rog Poor- 
man, and Roy Ivey in the scoring list. 

The Redskin mentor, Rollo Cham- 
bers, is very enthusiastic over the suc- 
cess of his team so far, and he has 
the highest of hopes of winning this 
triangular meet. 

Hathaway, star hurdler for the Red- 
skins last year, is back to battle for 
the Chambermen again this year, and 
Coach Chambers is counting on him 
to capture the high and low hurdle 
events. He will meet his stiffest oppo- 
sition in the low hurdles event, run- 
ning against Meyers of Auburn and 
Cook of Huntington, and others. 

The events of the meet along with 
the Redskin entries are as follows: 

100-yard dash—Two of the follow- 
ing will be entered: Rip and Rog Poor- 
man, Shilts, Ormiston, and McMeen. 

220-yard dash—Two entries to be 
chosen from Ruppert, Ormiston, Mc- 
Meen, and Shilts. 

440-yard dash—Two entries to be 
chosen from McMeen, LaTourette, and 
Rupert. McMeen won first place in 
this event in the Gary Relays and 
fourth place in a fast heat in the State 
Indoor Meet; and using this as a basis 
upon which to judge, we predict that 
MeMeen will win this event. 

880-yard run—Redding, Rog Poor- 
man, Young, Jennings, and Ehrman. 

Mile run—Thomas, Van Wormer, 
Branson, and Blake. 

Low hurdles—Hathaway, Rip Poor- 
man, Kestner, and Hengstler. 

High hurdles— Hathaway, Willis, 
and Kilte. 

Shot put—Lotz, Shumm, and Brad- 
ley. 

Pole vault—Ivey, Shilts, and Pof- 
fenberger. 

Broad jump—Rip Poorman, Ivey, 
and Kilte.

Leading University 
Offer Scholarships 


Seniors Have Opportunity 
To Earn Scholarship To 
One of 15 Colleges 


To the seniors who wish to continue 
school work after graduating from 
high school, many scholarships are 
being offered by the leading colleges 
and universities in the United States. 

The University of California offers 
to a 1935-36 graduate of a secondary 
school a scholarship equal to two hun- 
dred seventy dollars. The student 
awarded this scholarship must have at- 
tained a high scholarship record in 
several subjects, and must hold a place 
in the highest tenth of his class. 

For girls interested in nursing the 
Michael Ruse Hospital of Nursing of- 
fers a three-year course. The re- 
quirements include graduation from 
an accredited high school and ranking 
in the higher one-half of her class. 

At the American University where 
work is arranged to meet the require- 
ments o fthe student, fifty-five scholar- 
ships are offered; five full four-year 
scholarships for boys, and fifty half 
tuition scholarships for boys and girls. 

The Armour Institute of Technology 
offers ten one-year scholarships to 
men, with classes in mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, and English. 

Regular courses in teacher training, 
pre-medic, pre-engineering, music, art, 
physical education, and home econom- 
ies are offered to students by the Indi- 
ana Central College. 

University of Chicago’s scholarships 
are two-year entrance for men and 
one-year entrance for men. 

A three hundred dollar tuition schol- 
arship is offered to one boy and one 
girl by Indiana State Normal College. 

Washington and Jefferson College 
will award one seven hundred fifty 
dollar scholarship, while Pomona Col- 
lege will award four five hundred dol- 
lar, four three hundred dollar, and five 
one hundred fifty dollar scholarships 
to both boys and girls. 

Other colleges offering scholarships 
are as follows: 

DePauw University, Johns Hopkins 
University, University of Cincinnati, 
Hanover, Yale, Harvard, and Carnegie 
Institute of Technology.

Guide Subject 


Contracting Will Also Be 
A Leading Discussion 
Feature; Green and 

Noland To Speak | 


Seven Professional Men 
Have Spaken to North 
Siders Thus Far 


Contracting and lumbering and elec- 
trical, civil, and mechanical engineer- 
ing will be subjects discussed at the 
next session of Vocational Guidance 
meetings, scheduled for next Monday, 
April 15. Clyde Green, production 
manager of the Fort Wayne Builders’ 
Supply Company, will speak on con- 
tracting and lumbering, while the en- 
gineering meeting will be conducted 
by R. W. Noland, consulting engineer. 

William J. Hockett, personnel direc- 
tor of the General Electric Company, 
will talk on auto and machine shop 
mechanics and factory foremen Wed- 
nesday, April 17. On this same day 
another discussion on mechanical en- 
gineering will be led by Howard Mil- 
ler, director of Works Laboratory, 
General Electric Company. 

A total of seven professional men 
have discussed vocational topics before 
inquiring North Side seniors and jun- 
iors in the past two weeks. Dr. Guy 
Morse Bingham of Washington, D. C., 
spoke at the first meeting on April 1. 
His subject was “You Will Be What 
You Will To Be.” Two other talks 
were made this same afternoon, one 
by Mr. Willis Richardson of Central 
High School on “Teaching As a Pro- 
fession” and the other by the Rev. E. 
W. Wilber on “Ministry As a Profes- 
sion.” 

“Law As a Profession” and “Jour- 
nalism” were subjects explained at the 
second meeting of the series on April 
3. The speakers at these sessions 
were Mr. W. Paul Jasper and Mr. Abe 
Schaefer of the Journal-Gazette re- 
spectively. Mr, D, Oswald Jones, su- 
pervisor of music in the Fort Wayne 
grade schools, was chairman of the 
first two meetings. 

Mr. Ward O. Gilbert of South Side 
High School served as chairman of the 
last session of the vocational series 
which was held on April 8. At this 
meeting Dr. Lynn A. Fonner instruct- 
ed students in the possibility of den- 
tistry as a profession. Following this 
talk Dr. Sterling Hoffman discussed a 
career in medicine, 

This series of Vocational Guidance 
talks is being sponsored by the Fort 
Wayne Kiwanis Club as a part of the 
organization’s international program. 
The Indiana plan of this project has 
been developed by Russell H. Earle, 
Vocational Guidance chairman of the 
Indiana District Kiwanis Interna- 
tional. The purpose of the Kiwanis 
plan is to introduce professional men 
into the school to explain their pro- 
fession to interested juniors and sen- 
iors. These men have been advising 
students on the advantages and disad- 
vantages of entering certain profes- 
sions as careers. 

Following are the Kiwanis Voca- 
tional Guidance objectives: (1) To 
make every club conscious of the pos- 
sibilities of rendering genuine service 
in giving Vocational Guidance to pres- 
ent-day youth, (2) to bring about a 
closer and more helpful relationship 
between club members and the young 
people in every community, (3) to of- 
fer valuable guidance in all occupa- 
tional fields to those who are prepar- 
ing for future activity in those fields, 
(4) to establish a definite plan of 
guidance procedure, (5) to make ey- 
ery guidance offering broad in scope, 
factual in content, and adapted to the 
probable futures of the group receiv- 
ing guidance, (6) to utilize various 
sources of valuable guidance mate- 
rials and place these materials at the 
disposal of such local agencies as the 
schools, the churches, and the librar- 
ies, (7) to make an inventory of guid- 
ance materials already existing in the 
above stated agencies, and to correlate 
and encourage their use, (8) to use at 
least six modes of conveying guidance 
in each community where it is practi- 
eable to do so; i.e., addresses, open 
forums, motion pictures, personal in- 
terviews, field trips, and printed ma- 
terials, (9) to keep the guidance cam- 
paign open to all the young people of 
the country by going out to the var- 
ious centers or by inviting groups to 
come into town to share in the central 
campaign. (It is suggested that clubs 
already doing commendable guidance 
work in their city may concentrate 
upon county guidance during 1935), 
and (10) to carry through to a defi- 
nite conclusion at least one guidance 
campaign. 

The Kiwanis Club has sighted the 
following as important items for stu- 
dents to think about in considering oc- 
cupations: orientation and description, 
requirements, financial returns, advan- 
tages of this vocation, disadvantages 
of this vocation, and environment and 
conditions. Students should carefully 
consider each one of these points be- 
fore deciding upon a career. 

The local Kiwanis organization has 
prepared the present series of talks on 
vocational advice to extend over a 
Period of six weeks. D. Oswald Jones 
directed the first week’s talks on pro- 
fessions of the minister, lawyer, mu- 
sician, or artist. The work of the sec- 
ond week, dealing with scientific serv- 
ice, was carried out by Ward Gilbert. 
Next week engineering, manufactur- 
ing, and printing will be stressed by 
L. L. Larson as chairman. Following

Although the North Side cafeteria 
this year has had to cut down greatly 
on overhead expenses and carry the 
added burden of rising prices, as yet 
very little increase in price of food of- 
fered has been made. Attempt is made 
to live up to both parts of the cafe- 
teria’s aim, to provide good, whole- 
some meals at the lowest prices pos- 
sible. Quality, however, is not sac- 
ficed to maintain low prices. 

“T think that on the whole, the mer- 
chants are very splendid. They have 
tried hard to give us the best and in 
some cases have even selected special 
men to take care of our orders. We do 
our work and the merchants make a 
strong effort to please us; in this way 
we are keeping things going,” Miss 
Laurinda DeVilbiss, in charge of the 
cafeteria, states. 

To serve an average of three hun- 
dred students each day an average of 
fifteen cents worth of food is no small 
job. Four women are employed to 
help, and twenty-six student helpers 
work for one period each day in re- 
turn for their meals. 

Since it operates on a non-profit 
basis, cafeteria prices are unusually 
low; margin of profit to take care of 
overhead amounts to about one-third 
the price charged for food.

Variety in food is attempted. New 
dishes are introduced from time to 
time although they usually require 
some time to gain the favor of the 
students. 

Chili has been found to be the most 
popular of all foods with students. 
Tomato soup, fruit salad, hamburgers, 
and cocoanut pie also are favorites. 
Characteristic of most school children 
and especially those of the middle 
west is a liking for mashed potatoes. 
“On the whole the students are very 
sensible about choosing well-balanced 
meals,” Miss DeVilbiss states. “Candy 
sales, however, are too high.” 

Approximately one hundred des- 
serts are sold each day. Fruit is 
available each day at three cents. 
Seven to eight pies, made in the cafe- 
teria, are served each day except Fri- 
day when cake replaces it. About 
two gallons of pudding are sold daily. 
Sometimes more but never less than a 
bushel of potatoes is used each day; 
when they are served, three gallons 
of sweet potatoes are prepared. 

Convenience, utility, and better 
sanitation were points considered this 
year in the purchase of new equip- 
ment. A large new storeroom has 
been provided behind the stage in the 
auditorium, making it possible to buy 
large quantities of food at once and 
save money. Potato peeling and mash- 
ing and cake mixing are done by elec- 
tricity. Stainless steel spoons have

Shoveling, sweating, speedy trackmen have spread sifted 
cinders over the surface of the scenery during the past few weeks 


to smooth the track. 
track has become rough, due to the 
weather conditions after last year’s 
track season had closed, and also be- 
cause the unscreened cinders were of 
uneven quality, being full of large 
clinkers. 

Since the track team is the recip- 
ients of either pleasure or discomfort 
according to the condition of the track, 
the thinly clads did the work them- 
selves. Several weeks prior to spring 
vacation, a schedule was made by 
Coach Rollo Chambers in which sev- 
eral volunteers from each study period 
were chosen to work as sifting cinders.

Later, after it had 
rained several times and settled the 
loose cinders, a steam roller packed 
the track to gve it the finishing touch 
needed for the triangular meet with 


Auburn and Huntington. Mr, Rollo 
Chambers says that it is in good con- 
dition and is one of the best in north- 
ern Indiana.

In the 440-yard dash, North Side 
should be able to capture several of 
the three places, and McMeen is fav- 
ored to place a first.

Coaches Change 
Basketball Rules 


Three Important Regula- 
tions Made in National 
Meeting 





Following much discussion on the 
present basketball rules, about 225 
members of the National Association 
of Basketball Coaches convened in 
New York City on April 6 and 7 to 
express their respective opinions. 

Many coaches have written their 
sentiments in newspapers throughout 
the country and many sensible as well 
as radical changes have been sug- 
gested. This convention gave the mem- 
bers of the association a chance to 
expound at great length; and although 
a large number of alterations in the 
rules were introduced, only three ma- 
jor ones were adopted. 

The center jump, which has been the 
object of much argument was altered 
slightly as had been predicted before 
the convention. Instead of jumping 
at center after a personal foul is made 
the ball is given outside under the op- 
ponent’s basket to the team scored 
against . 

As a result o fa second change the 
foul circle’ will be made a complete 
circle. Then during a jump at the 
foul line all players except the two 
jumpers must keep out of the foul 
circle until the ball is tapped. This 
rule is an adaptation of the sugges- 
tion that a twelve-foot circle be drawn 
around the center jump with the same 
restrictions enforced. 

The third change is expected to 
eliminate most of the fouling which 
takes place under the basket. No 
member of the offensive team is al- 
lowed in the foul lane for more than 
three seconds without shooting. 

These changes are in the nature of 
a compromise and further alteration 
should be expected in the future after 
these have been thoroughly tested. 
The entire elimination of the center 
jump seems very probable since a 
growing number of coaches are in fa- 
vor of it.

Rules for Listing Subjects’ 
Are Published; Desig- 
nate Industrial Arts 


Class schedules will be made out by 
the students today. The office will 
follow the programs as closely as pos- 
sible, but some changes will be made 
when necessary. 

In making out your program Mr. 
Northrop says, “Write in the proper 
places the subjects you are taking this 
semester, followed by your mid-sem- 
ester grades. Then, in the correct 
places put the subjects elected for the 
coming school year. The schedule has 
been checked over to avoid all unnec- 
essary mistakes. There still may be 
a few, so if there is a conflict in your 
selecting of subjects, elect a subject 
that you intend to take later. Be sure 
your elections are in the course you 
are taking. 

Juniois and seniors will not be’ per- 
mitted to take freshman subjects un- 
less they have special permission from 
Mr. Northrop. 

The following subjects may be taken 
one semester for credit: English 5 and 
6; public speaking 1 and 2; journal- 
ism; geometry 3; algebra 3 and 4; 
commercial geography; home econom- 
ics 8, 4, 5, and 6; industrial arts 3 
and 4; junior and senior Latin and 
French; sophomore, junior, and senior 
art; health and music appreciation. 

Everyone must place subjects in the 
following order: English, public speak- 
ing, journalism, mathematics, history 
and social science, language, science, 
commerce, industrial arts, home eco- 
nomics, art, music, and physical edu- 
cation. 

Students electing industrial arts 
should designate whether they wish 
to take wood or metal. 

A pupil who fails twice in any sem- 
ester’s work in an elettive Subject will 
not be permitted to take that subject 
again. 

All freshmen and sophomores are 
required to take physical education. 

All 10A’s must elect health unless 
the program of studies for junior and 
senior years is so arranged that this 
is to be taken later, Home economics 
5 may be substituted for health.

Room 334 Wins 
‘Courtesy Award 


Second Highest Percent in 
Tests Was Made 
By 232 


Home room 334 has the most court- 
eous group of students in the school. 
for it won the courtesy examination by 
an average of 67.55. This home room, 
headed by Miss Mildred Huffman, was 
closely contested by Miss Marie Mil- 
ler’s home room 232, which came 
through with an average of 67.4, one- 
tenth of a per cent below the average 
of the winning home room. June 
Kline, Student Council representative 
from 334, received the plaque of 
George Washington for having the 
highest average at the assembly on 
Friday. 

The juniors made the greatest im- 
provement of any other class. Their 
score was 8.87 percent higher than 
that of last year. The senior home 
rooms, the most logical class to win, 
came through for second with 6.65 per- 
cent increase over last year’s average. 
The sophomore class had an increase 
of 6.55, only one-tenth of a percent 
under the average increase of the sen- 
iors. The freshman class was the only 
group to drop in points over their 
last year’s average, which was 52.71; 
this year’s was 51.02. 

68.1 was the highest average at- 
tained by any group in the school, 
which was made by the senior girls in 
room 232. The boys of room 334 at- 
tained the highest boys’ average and 
were only one on-hundredth of a per- 
cent behind the girls, 68.09. 

The home rooms were graded with 
letters by Miss Victoria Gross; the 
standards set were: 65 to 74 was equal 
to an A, 55 to 64 B, 45 to 54 a C, and 
lower than that was failing. The in- 
termediate grades such as pluses and 
minuses were figured at every two 
points. To figure the grade by letters, 
and to show the improvement over the 
home room ayerages of last year the 
averages are listed below.

Cornelius Ryan and Virginia Blak- 
ley have been announced as North Side 
winners in the recent Quill and Scroll 
writing contests. Corky placed in the 
first six in the United States in the 
Current News division and received 
honorable mention in the vocabulary 
contest, while Virginia took first place 
in the East Central States division of 
the editorial contest.

On Saturday, April 27, the Redskin 
thinly clads will travel to Kokomo to 
participate in the annual Kokomo 
Relays. 

The relays will also include entrants

A total of 953 seniors from North 
Side, South Side, and Central High 
Schools will be awarded their diplo- 
mas in the joint graduation exercises 
in the North Side football field, Tues- 
day, June 4. The commencement is 
scheduled to be held at 4:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon, just as the sun begins 
to set. 

Final plans for the entire ceremony. 
which is designed to celebrate the 
300th anniversary of the founding of 
secondary schools, are being rapidly 
completed by Superintendent of 
Schools Merle J, Abbett, the three high 
school principals, and members of the 
Fort Wayne School Board. 

A large stage will be set up at the 
southeast corner of the field, and seat- 
ing accommodations for 10,000 people 
will be furnished by arranging chairs 
across the football enclosure. An am- 
plifying system will be installed so 
that it will be possible to hear as well 
as see any part of the graduation 
ceremony. Mr. M. H. Northrop, our 
own principal, has charge of physical 
properties. Mr. Fred Croninger, prin- 
cipal of Central High School, is re- 
sponsible for the program, while R. 
Nelson Snider, the South Side princi- 
pal, is completing all seating arrange- 
ments. 

Processional First 

The program will be opened by a 
processional of near 1,000 seniors. 
The three divisions of the procession 
will move forward from the rear of 
the stage through three doors marked 
North Side, South Side, and Central. 
Members of the three senior classes 
will then seat themselves in three dis- 
tinct groups at the front of the audi- 
ence, North Side senior officers, the 
valedictorian and salutatorian, and 
members of the four-year honor roli 
will be seated at the front of the class, 
as in former years. 

Parents and friends of the three se- 
nior class members will be seated di- 
rectly behind the graduating classes, 
while members of the school board and 
prominent Fort Wayne citizens will 
be arranged near the front of the 
audience. Admission will be granted 
by ticket only, passes being distribu- 
ted by the senior class members. Music 
for the occasion will be furnished by 
a band, orchestra, and A Cappella 
choir, made up of underclassmen from 
the three schools, which will be located 
on either side of the stage. 

The second feature of the joint com- 
mercement will be a review, put on 
by juniors of the Fort Wayne high 
schools. The review, written by Mrs. 
Vera Lane, head of the English de- 
partment at Central High School, de- 
picts the struggle to keep the high 
school in existence since the establish- 
ment of the Boston Latin School, 300 
years ago. This year we are cele-

North Side Favored To Win 
Meet Although Much 
Competition Expected 





The annual Northeastern Indiana 
Conference track meet will take place 
Friday, May 3, at 7 o'clock, at the 
North Side athletic field. The admis- 
sion fee will be 25 cents. 

Entries will be made from the fol- 
lowing schools: Bluffton, Decatur, 
Kendallville, Columbia City, Auburn, 
and South Side, Central, and North 
Side of Fort Wayne. 

Winners of first, second, and third 

- places in each event will be awarded 
a blue, red, and white ribbon respec- 
tively. It will be necessary for every 
one to secure one of the first two 
places in the trials in order to qualify 
for the finals of each event. 

North Side is at present favored to 
win the meet, but there will be many 
interesting contests between  year- 
long opponents in the eight schools, 

Myers of Auburn threatens to take 
the shot put event, and unless Shumm, 
Lotz, or Bradley of North Side make 
a spectacular throw, he will in all 
probability earn the first positions. 

In the high jump, Ivey of North 
Side and Schauff will probably bat- 
tle it out for the first place, while 
Myers of Auburn, Wills and Rupert 
also of North Side, and Warfield of 
Central will fight it out for the re- 
maining position, 

The pole vault will be an interest- 
ing contest between Parmalee of 
South Side and Poffenberger of 
North Side, and in the broad jump 
Rip Poorman and Givens of Central 
are the foremost entries, with Poor- 
man of North Side a bit the favorite 
for the first place. 

In the 100-yard dash Myers of 
Auburn, Ormiston of North Side, and 
Charlton of Central will be principal 
features though Myers has a slight 
edge over the other two boys.

The 440-yard dash is always a close 
race with no one a favorite before the 
meet starts. Ruppert will be a strong 
entry for the Redskins. 

In the 220-yard dash Beeman of 
South Side, Myers of Auburn, and 
Ormiston of North Side will probably 
race it to the tape for the first hon- 
ors. . 

Rog Poorman and Jim Young will 
make a strong bid for the first posi- 
tion in the 880-yard dash for the Red- 
skins. 

Central has a strong half-mile re- 
lay team while South Side is outstand- 
ing in the mile relay. 

North Side has strong teams in both 
relay events and may take the hon- 
ors if they are in top shape.

Looking over the past records, we 
find that North Side has been very 
successful in the former Northeastern 
Indiana Conference track meets. 

During the past six years in which 
North Side has entered this meet, Red- 
skin tracksters have won the confer- 
ence title once and have finished in 
second place four times. 

The first year, 1929, was not very 
successful for the Redskins, since the 
boys were inexperienced, and they 
gained only six points. 

In 1930, North Side fared much 
better, but was nosed out by Auburn 
by one and one-half points. In this 
year they also won their first city 
championship, In 1931 Auburn 
again nosed out North Side to give the 
Red and White second place. 

North Side trailed by eleven points 
in 1932 when Auburn again won by 
66 tc 55. South Side captured the 
conference title in 1933, winning over 
North Side by one point. 

1924 marked the first year that the 
Redskins won the N. E. I. C. title, and 
since they have virtually the same 
team this year, they are favored to 
retain the championship.

The 
publisher of the Northerner and edi- 
tor of the Legend have the same rank 
as a president. Those who rank as 
officers are as follows: for the North- 
erner, managing editor, editor, news 
editor, business manager, circulation 
manager, copy editor, and advertising 
manager; for the Legend, business 
manager and circulation manager. 
Cheer leaders, student managers of 
music and athletics, and stage man- 
agers also are ranked as officers. 

A president of an organization must 
be passing in all subjects; other offi- 
cers are obliged to follow athletic 
eligibility rules, that is, passing in all 
subjects but one, the best of nominees 
having first been approved by the of- 
fice before election. If a student is 
elected to more than two offices (or 
two presidencies) the student chooses 
the offices he wishes to hold that sem- 
ester. Then if a resignation must be 
made, the vacancy will be filled by 
the defeated nominee. 

No person may succeed himself in 
an office he has held a year, nor may 
any person be chairman of more than 
two committees at the same time. 
Those ranking the same as chairmen 
of a committee are: one having a 
lead in a play, a member of a major 
athletic team, a member of a varsity 
debate team, and for the Northerner, 
boys’ sports editor and make-up 





editor. 

No person may take part in more 
than four activities or clubs at the 
same time, not counting Student Coun- 
cil and honorary societies.

At South Side 


Track and Field Match 
Twenty-five Cents; Each 
Entrant Must Qualify 
In Trials 


Auburn Will Be Strong Fac- 
tor in Sectional Meet; 
North Side Is Able 


The annual I. H. S. A. A. Sectional 
Track and Field meet will take place 
on Saturday afternoon, May 11, at 
1:30 o’clock, at the South Side High 
School stadium. The admission fee 
will be 25 cents. 

Each entrant will be required to 
qualify in a trial heat before enter- 
ing the finals of an event. Scoring 
for the meet will be as follows: five 
points for the first place, three points 
for the second place, and one point 
for the third place. 

As Coach Chambers states, how- 
ever, “The purpose or idea of the 
meet is to qualify entries for the state 
meet, by placing boys in the first two 
places in each of the events.” 

Chief contenders for the sectional 
title, last year won by South Side, 
will be Auburn, Central, and North 
Side, with North Side a pre-meet fa- 
vorite to win. 

Last year South Side scored 33 
points, Central placed second with 31, 
and North Side was third with: 19 
points. 

Many North Side entries should be 
able to qualify for the state meet. 

Hopes for Record 

Eugene Hathaway has turned in a 
good time of 16 seconds for the high 
hurdles, and if his injured back does 
not retard him, he should be able to 
capture the high and low hurdle 
events. Gene is hoping to establish 
a new record in the high hurdles and 
in the low hurdles; in order to do 
this he will have to run the highs 
in something less than 16.5 seconds 
and the lows in something under 26.2 
seconds. 

Roy Ivey has also given excellent 
performances throughout the season, 
topping the bar at as high as 5 feet 
10 inches. He tied with Warfield of 
Central recently, but Coach Chambers 
has been working hard with Ivey this 
past week and believes that he now 
stands a good chance of winning the 
high jump. 

Rip Poorman will be the chief Red- 
skin entry in the broad jump and 
should bring home three or five points 
for the Redskins and qualify for 
state. 

Roger Poorman will try in either 
the 440- or the 880-yard and may place 
in a qualifying position in whichever 
event he enters. 

In the shot put North Side will 
probably take a second, ceding the 
first position to Myers of Auburn, 
Lotz has been outputting Shumm 
lately, but Shumm has made the best 
put of the two this season. At least, 
one of them will qualify. 

Ormiston Is Ill 

Rodney Ormiston, North Side’s 
most promising entry in the 220-yard 
dash, suffered an infection of his foot 
early in the season and has not yet 
fully recovered from the necessary 
amputation of a toe which resulted. 
He has, however, made a_ splendid 
showing, and North Side backers 
hope that he comes through for one 
of the first two places in the 220-yard 
sprint. 

Bob Thomas is the best mile runner 
that North Side has ever had. He 
has proved himself superior to any 
other miler in this area, and Red- 
skins look forward, hopefully, to- 
wards his winning in the four-lap 
event. 

In the relay events North Side will 
enter a very strong team in the mile 
run. Coach Chambers thinks the com- 
bination should qualify for the state 
meet, while in the half-mile relay 
event the Redskins are not so sure. 
The entries are more evenly matched. 

The Redskins will miss greatly the 
able services of Allen McMeen, who 
is unable to enter because of an ap- 
pendicitis operation, performed re- 
cently.

Six School Systems Have 
Already Placed Camps 
in Curriculum 





Experiments are being made in 
various cities and counties in the Uni- 
ted States by making the student sum- 
mer camp a part of the regular educa- 
tional program.

Ever since its beginning in Germany 
in 1818, the summer camp has experi- 
enced a rapid growth and is now found 
in various countries.

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Education Aided. 
By Use of Paper 


Progress in Schools Can Be 
Dated Back To Discov- 
ery of Papyrus ’ 








A reed, called papyrus, which grew 
in the River Nile to a height of twelve 





or fourteen feet is given the credit 
for the records of progress we possess 
about Egypt. From this reed a paper 
was made for the scholars of that 
ancient day to record the happenings 
of their times. 

Egypt and other lands passed their 
knowledge on to Greece and most of 
all to the city of Athens. Here hun- 
dreds of men set themselves up as 
teachers, and thousands of boys 
learned to read and write, play the 
lyre, and recite the poems of Homer, 
Hesiod and others. Most of the time 
in these schools was given to athletic 
contests. The girls were kept at home 
and taught nothing but home manage- 
ment. 

When Rome conquered Greece, they 
carried the Gecian schools to Rome, 
and improved them some. Here the 
girls were given a simple education, 
and the boys of many wealthy fam- 
ilies were well educated. The schools 
of Rome cost about $20 per year for 
grammar school and $100 a year for 
higher education. 

Much of the teaching during the 
Middle Ages was done by the parish 
priest and the monasteries. In fact, if 
it had not been for the clergy, educa- 
tion would have died out at this time. 

The college life of these times is 
most interesting. The students were 
usually thirty or forty years old; they 
were armed to defend themselves 
against their fellow students and the 
townspeople. In many cases the stu- 
dents took change of the university, 
and professors were fined for being 
late or absent and for talking too fast 
when they gave lectures. 

Modern education with its grade 
school, high school, and large colleges 
and universities was made possible 
by the art of printing. This was in 
troduced close to the end of the Dark 
Ages, and was one of the most useful 
inventions of mankind. From this in- 
vention, modern education has come 
to us through its slow evolution 
through the ages. 

In America the public school was 
slowly built up from the time of the 
Puritan, who conducted “Dame 
Schools” and church schools for higher 
education, the age of the private acad- 
emy, and the little one-room school 
house in which one was taught to the 
tune of the hickory stick. When we 
realize the centuries that have passed 
and the lives given to procure educa- 
tion for everyone, we wonder why the 
youth of today cannot appreciate and 
use to a better advantage the oppor- 
tunities offered to them,

Creates Problem 


Government Agencies Faced 
With Necessity of Direct- 
ing 3,000,000 Idle 


The present unemployment situa- 
tion of American youth, especially 
those from 16 to 23 years of age, con- 
stitutes a national problem of first 
magnitude with implications of great 
significance for the future welfare of 
the nation. It is asked that adequate 
allocation be made from any fund 
providing for relief, for the purpose of 
providing immediately for these un- 
employed youth a program of work 
and education. 

The educational phase of such a 
program should be administered under 
the direction of the office of education 
and the state departments of educa- 
tion —Resolution adopted by the school 
superintendents of the nation, Febru- 
ary, 1935. 

There should be in the Federal Gov- 
ernment an agency that will give con- 
stant study to the needs of youth. No 
country can afford to spend two and 
a half billions of dollars per year on 
a school system and then see the good 
which the schools were intended to 
do nullified in large part by years of 
enforced idleness after school days are 
ended. 

The National Education Association 
has endorsed the plan of the Office 
of Education to create a Commission 
of Youth Problems. But in the mean- 
time millions of young people are try- 
ing in vain to make a place for them- 
selves. 

The three million young people who 
are out of school, unmarried, unem- 
ployed, and seeking work find them- 
selves facing three dilemmas. They 
are first, “Shall I leave home, or re- 
main at home and idle?” Second, 
“Shall I get married even with no job 
in sight?” Third, “Shall I continue 
in school?” 

The Federal Government has found 
it necessary to organize some fifteen 
hundred CCC camps to take care of 
young men for whom the industrial 
system has no places, 

‘The CCC camps are in reality en- 
forced additions to the country’s ed- 
ucational system. Anyone who be- 
lieves that education of the eighth 
grade level is going to satisfy the 
needs of future citizens should visit 
one of these Federal camps. He will 
see going on there repair work on 
human lives which would be unnec- 
essary if society has been wise enough 
to develop an adequate system of ed- 
ucation.

Two very 
interesting French schools which she 
attended were Middlebury French 
School at Middlebury, New Jersey, 
and La Maison Francais (The French 
House) in Cleveland, Ohio. Upon en- 
tering these schools, each person vows 
to speak nothing but French during 
his stay. 

Although scholastic duties occupied 
a great part of her college time, still 
she found time for outside activities. 
Much of her time was spent in de- 
bating. She also was active in sports, 
mainly basketball and tennis. — Al- 
though she no longer spends much time 
in sports, she still enjoys a good game 
of basketball and tennis. 

“When I can,” says Miss Nelson, “I 
travel and enjoy it intensely.” The 
year of 1925 found her in Europe. She 
has spent some time travelling in 
northwestern and southern states of 
the United States and eastern and 
western Canada. Aside from traveling 
as a hobby, reading books in French, 
Latin, German, and English occupies 
a great deal of her leisure time. Ed- 
ucational organizations also find their 
place in her time. At present she is on 
the executive committee of the Indiana 
State Teachers’ Association and vice- 
president of the Wesleyan Alumni As- 


sociation. Miss Nelson is one of the 
sponsors of the Fregerlat Club at 
North Side.

Some 
of these are (1) Make “world good- 
will” a theme for a special issue of 
the school newspaper; (2) Plane as- 
semblies, homeroom, and club pro- 
grams on other countries; (3) Plan a 
series of classroom discussions on such 
topics as the League of Nations, the 
World Court, and the Kellogg Peace 
Pact. 

International goodwill is a far too 
important topie to be dropped after a 
single day’s discussion, and should be 
one of the aims of education. Thus, 
before universal peace is fully estab- 
lished, people must understand and 
appreciate their neighbors in other 
countries.

Fight Redskin Tracksters in State Meet Saturday 


North Siders 
To Enter State 
Meet May 18 


Hathaway, Shumm, Ormis- 
ton, LaTourette, Thomas, 
The Poormans Are 
Contestants 


All Thinlies “Are Expected 
To Add To Glory of North 
Side Tomorrow 





The annual State Outdoor Track 
and Field meet, sponsored by the I. 
H. S. A. A. will take place Saturday, 
May 18, at the Butler fieldhouse, In- 
dianapolis. 

North Side will have seven entries 
in the meet: Hathaway, Shumm, Orm- 
iston, LaTourette, Robert Thomas, Rip 
Poorman, and Rog Poorman, all these 
having qualified through last week’s 
sectional meet. 

Last year North Side entered only 
three men and failed to score, but this 
year the Redskins are entering seven 
men and expect to obtain fifteen oc 
more points. 

Gene Hathaway is North Side’s 
most outstanding entry. He qualified 
in the low and high hurdle events, and 
established the new sectional record 
of 16.2 seconds for the high stick 
event. Gene has met the toughest of 
hurdlers in the state in past meets, 
but has failed to win over those op- 
ponents. In previous meets he has lost 
to Ryden of Laporte in the high hur- 
dles, who also qualified in the high 
hurdles through last week’s sectional 
contest with a time of 16.9 seconds for 
the event, and to Shurilla of Lew Wal- 
lace (Gary) in the low hurdles. Hath- 
away has, however, improved his form 
and has overcome the physical disad- 
vantage which resulted from an in- 
jured back and weakened arches. He 
is now in excellent condition and will 
make a strong bid for the honors in 
both hurdle events. 

Joe Shumm, the star Redskin putter, 
will compete with Meyers of Auburn 
and others in the shot put event. Mey- 
ers has put the shot 50 feet and is the 
favorite to capture top place in the 
putting with Shumm a promising con- 
tender for the second position.

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City Track Meet To End Season’s Activities 


Final Contest 
Is To Occur 
At North Side 


Redskins Hope To Win City 
Track Title for Sixth 
Consecutive Year 





Expectations Saturday Cen- 
tered on Thomas, Hatha- 
way, and Ormiston 





The annual city track meet will be 
held Saturday afternoon at 1:30 
o'clock at the North Side athletic 
field. This will be the seventh con- 
secutive year that the three high 
schools have engaged in the contest 
to decide the city track championship. 

The Redskin thinly-clads are fay- 
ored to win the meet by more than 
twenty points and to retain the city 
title for the sixth consecutive year. 

Central’s chief entries will be Gar- 
vin in the low and high hurdles, Charl- 
ton in the 100-yard dash, Mourning 
in the half mile, and Schroff and War- 
field in the high jump. 

South Side’s prominent entries are 
Kessler, in the 440-yard dash and 
Norris in the 880-yard run. 

Hathaway Seeks Record 

Now let us view North Side’s hopes 
in the meet. Eugene Hathaway should 
win both the high and low hurdle 
events, and he should set a new record 
in both events. At state Gene ran the 
highs under 16 seconds, so you can see 
the promising chances to set a new 
low record. 

Don Shilts, who has been ineligible 
all season, and Ormiston will bid for 
honors in the 100-yard dash.

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Tracksters End Good Season By Gaining City Title 


Redskins Win 
Sixth Time in 
City Contest 


Total of Sixty-seven Points 
Are Garnered by North 
Side; Central, Second 


Eugene Hathaway Breaks 
Former Record in High 
Hurdles Event 


Paced by Gene Hathaway, Redskin 
record-breaker, North Side’s tracks- 
ters galloped away from South Side 
and Central in the annual city track 
meet last Saturday afternoon for 
their sixth consecutive city title and 
third major track title this year. 

The Redskins garnered 67 points; 
Central ran second with 87 points, 
while South Side was held to 13 points. 

It was an ideal day for a track 
meet, and this probably accounts for 
the fact that six new records were 
established. In the high hurdles, after 
a slow start, Gene Hathaway skimmed 
the 120 yards in his fastest time of 
15.9 seconds to break the former mark 
of 16.7 held by Sessler of North Side. 
In the low sticks Gene bettered the 
old mark of 27.4 held by Sessler and 
Vauris, North Side, when he made the 
220-yard in 26.3. 

Thomas of North Side smashed the 
record in the mile run when he ran 
the four laps in 4:36.9. The old mark 
was 4:39.9, by Perry of South Side. 
Don Shilts broke the pole vault rec- 
ord when he cleared 10 feet 10 inches. 
The former record was 10 feet 8 3-4 
inches by Eby of North Side. The 
Redskins won both relays, establish- 
ing records in each event. The mile 
relay team, composed of LaTourette, 
Young, Rupert, and Rog Poorman, 
covered the distance in 3:30.5 to bet- 
ter the old mark of 3:31.8, established 
by a Redskin team in 1934. The half- 
mile relay team of Rip Poorman, 
Hathaway, Shilts, and Ormiston made 
the run in 1:34, breaking the former 
record of 1:35.made by another Red- 
skin team. 

Ivey made a good jump in the high 
jump, clearing 5 feet 11 3-8 inches, 
Rip Poorman also made a good leap 
in the broad jump, 20 feet 3 inches. 
Rog Poorman ran a fast quarter in 
51.2. Neal Rupert deserves a lot of 
credit for the fast quarter he ran in 
the mile relay. After starting out in 
third place about ten yards behind 
the second man, Rupert caught both 
of them and finished ten yards ahead. 
Rog Poorman then polished off the 
final lap.
